HISTORY,  PLAN  OF  GOVERNMENT,  AND  LOCATION. 

Rush  Medical  College  is  one  of  the  oldest  institutions  of  learning  in  the  Northwest,  having  been 
chartered,  by  a  special  act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  in  February  1837.  It, was  founded  by 
the  late  Daniel  Brainard,  who  was  its  first  president.  He  was  succeeded,  in  turn,  by  Presidents  J.  V.  Z. 
Blaney,  Joseph  W.  Freer,  J.  Adams  Allen,  and  Edward  L.  Holmes.  The  first  course  of  lectures  was  delivered 
in  the  second  story  of  the  frame  building  on  Clark  street,  near  Randolph,  in  1843.  In  1844  a  college  building 
was  erected  at  the  corner  of  Dearborn  avenue  and  Indiana  street,  a  structure  which  was  remodeled  and 
enlarged  in  1855.  The  college  rapidly  outgrew  these  quarters,  however,  and  in  1867  a  larger  building  was 
erected  on  the  site  of  the  old  one.  This  edifice  was  destroyed  in  the  great  fire  of  1871,  and  for  a  few  years 
the  college  occupied  a  temporary  amphitheater  in  the  grounds  of  the  Cook  County  Hospital,  then  located  at 
Arnold  and  18th  streets.  In  1875  the  present  clinical  building  was  erected,  and  in  1893  the  rapidly  growing 
need  of  larger  facilities  for  laboratory  and  practical  instruction  was  met  by  the  construction  of  the  Laboratory 
Building.  In  1887  the  college  became  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Lake  Forest  University,  retaining,  how- 
ever, its  autonomy.  This  relation  was  dissolved  by  mutual  consent  in  April  1898,  and  in  the  same  month  the 
present  relations  of  affiliation  with  the  University  of  Chicago  were  established.  Rush  Medical  College  has 
conferred  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  upon  nearly  six  thousand  physicians.  It  is  one  of  the  several 
institutions  officially  recognized  by  the  Royal  Colleges  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  London,  England.  The 
Rush  alumni  are  thus  entitled  in  Great  Britain  to  all  the  privileges  accorded  the  graduates  of  other  institutions 
recognized  by  the  Examining  Board  in  England  of  the  Conjoint  Bodies. 

GOVERNMENT. 

The  government  of  the  college  is  vested  in  a  "  perpetual  Board  of  Trustees,"  which  was  constituted  by 
a  special  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Illinois,  in  February  1837,  and  of  which  the  Governor  of  the  State, 
the  Lieutenant-Governor,  and  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  are  members  ex  officio. 

This  Board  is  responsible  to  the  'State  for  the  careful  management  of  the  financial  and  educational 
interests  of  the  college,  and  for  the  discipline  of  its  students. 

STATEMENT   OF   AFFILIATION. 

By  the  terms  of  affiliation  with  the  University  of  Chicago,  the  control  of  the  college  is  vested  in  a  Board 
of  Trustees  entirely  independent  of  the  teaching  force.  This  Board  assumes  the  financial  management  and 
appoints  the  Faculty,  but  delegates  to  the  latter  the  control  of  the  educational  work  subject  to  the  rules  of 
the  University  and  the  approval  of  the  Trustees.  The  affiliation  thus  assures  the  maintenance  of  a  high  order 
of  instruction  and  a  steady  advance  in  modern  educational  methods.  The  University  offers  three  fellowships 
to  graduates  of  the  college,  yielding  the  University  fees  and  entitling  the  holders  to  the  privileges  of  its 
biological  laboratories.  It  provides  for  granting  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science,  to  students  of  the  college 
who  have  had  suitable  preliminary  education  and  who  comply  with  the  University  regulations  established 
for  that  degree. 

LOCATION. 

The  College  is  situated  on  West  Harrison  street,  between  Hermitage  avenue  and  Wood  street,  and  can  be 
reached  by  any  of  the  trains  of  the  Metropolitan  Elevated  Railway,  the  Marshfield  Avenue  Station  of  which 
is  three  blocks  east  of  the  college ;  by  the  Ogden  avenue  or  Van  Buren  street  Electric  lines,  which  cross  Wood 
street  two  blocks  north  of  the  college,  or  by  the  Harrison  street  Electric  Car  lines  which  run  directly  by  it.

BUILDINGS,  EQUIPMENT,  AND  HOSPITAL  FACILITIES 


The  Clinical  Building,  situated  upon  the  corner  of 
West  Harrison  and  Wood  streets,  is  devoted  to  di- 
dactic and  clinical  lectures,  and  to  instruction  in  the 
use  of  instruments  employed  in  the  diagnosis  and 
treatment  of  disease.  Its  ground  floor  is  occupied  by 
the  Dispensary,  where  about  20,000  patients  are 
treated  annually. 

The  laboratories  are  situated  on  Harrison  street, 
opposite  the  clinical  building.  The  upper  floor,  100  X  40 
feet,  is  devoted  to  anatomical  work.    The  first  four 


stories  are  occupied  by  recitation  rooms  and  labora- 
tories, amply  supplied  with  apparatus  and  means  of 
illustration  for  practical  instruction  in  Chemistry, 
Pathology,  Bacteriology,  Physiology,  Histology,  Ma- 
teria Medica,  Therapeutics,  and  Hygiene. 

The  Presbyterian  Hospital  adjoins  the  college  and  is 
so  connected  that  patients  can  be  transferred  directly 
from  the  wards  of  the  hospital  to  the  clinical  amphi- 
theater of  the  college.  The  Hospital  accommodates 
250  patients,  and  about  2000  are  treated  in  the  institu- 
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tion  each  year.  The  obstetrical  wards,  situated  in  a 
detached  building,  accommodate  25  patients,  and 
about  125  patients  are  delivered  in  the  same  annually. 

The  Cook  County  Hospital,  with  900  beds,  treating 
annually  nearly  20,000  patients,  is  situated  directly 
opposite  the  college.  Through  the  enlightened  policy 
of  the  warden,  Mr.  James  H.  Graham,  the  medical 
board  of  the  hospital  and  the  Board  of  Cook  County 
Commissioners,  the  wards  of  that  institution  have 
again  been  opened  for  bedside  instruction  to  medical 
students. 

The  students  of  the  Junior  and  Senior  classes  of

REQUIREMENTS 

In  order  to  be  admitted  to  this  college,  the  following 
requirements  are  exacted  from  each  student : 

I.  He  must  present  to  the  faculty  certificates  of 
good  moral  character,  signed  by  at  least  two  phy- 
sicians of  good  standing  in  the  State  in  which  the 
applicant  last  resided. 

II.  He  must  fill  out  and  file  with  the  clerk,  the 
required  Blank  Application  for  Admission. 

III.  He  must  pay  the  Registrar  the  matriculation 
fee  of  $5.00. 

IV.  He  must  furnish,  as  evidence  of  adequate  pre- 
liminary education,  either 

1.  A  diploma  from  a  high  school,  normal  school, 
academy,  or  other  similar  institution  of  learning,  requir- 
ing at  least  three  years  of  study  before  graduation  ;  or 

2.  A  certificate  of  admission  to  the  Freshman  class 
of  a  recognized  literary  or  scientific  college ;  or 

3.  He  must  pass  an  examination  conducted  by  a 
State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  by  the 
Principal  of  a  high  school,  or  by  the  Examiner  of 
the  University  of  Chicago,  in  the  following  branches 
(#or  the  session  of  1898-9) : 

a.  English-composition,  grammar,  rhetoric  ; 

b.  Mathematics,  comprising  higher  arithmetic,  alge- 
bra as  far  as  quadratic  equations,  and  plane  geometry; 

c.  Latin — equivalent  to  one  year's  study  in  an 
accepted  high  school,  including  the  elements  of  the 
language  and  the  first  two  books  of  Ceasar's  Commen- 
taries, or  an  equivalent  amount  of  some  other  author ; 

d.  Elementary  Physics ; 

e.  United  States  History  ; 
/.  Geography. 

Should  a  student  fail  to  pass  in  not  more  than  two 
of  these  branches  he  may  be  admitted  to  the  Fresh- 
man class,  conditioned  in  these  branches,  but  these 
conditions  must  be  removed  by  examination  before  he 
can  be  admitted  to  the  Sophomore  class. 

Instruction  in  the  branches  required  in  the  prelim- 
inary examination  is  offered  by  the  University  of 
Chicago  in  its  University  Extension  department  or  in 
its  affiliated  schools  and  academies.  Facilities  for 
such  instruction  will  be  provided,  in  the  vicinity  of 


wards  in  small  groups,  and  are  afforded  every  oppor- 
tunity for  the  individual  examination  and  study  of  the 
patients  under  the  direction  of  the  members  of  the 
attending  staff.  Attention  is  especially  called  to  this 
very  valuable  addition  to  the  facilities  for  clinical 
teaching  at  Rush  Medical  College. 

Facilities  for  the  study  of  gross  pathology  are  af- 
forded at  the  Cook  County  Hospital  which  are  not 
elsewhere  equaled  in  the  West.  Between  300  and  400 
post-mortem  examinations  are  made  annually  in  the 
necropsy  theater.  Necropsy  clinics  are  conducted 
three  times  each  week  by  Professor  Hektoen,  who  is 
the  pathologist  to  the  Cook  County  Hospital. 

FOR  ADMISSION 

the  college,  for  students  who  are  making  up  condi- 
tions in  these  branches. 

Examinations  for  admission  will  be  held  at  the  Col- 
lege at  9  o'clock  a.m.,  on  the  following  days :  May 
24th,  September  12th,  and  27th,  and  October  3d. 
These  examinations  are  conducted  by  the  Examiner 
of  the  University  of  Chicago,  and  the  fee  for  such 
examination  is  $5.00.  Examinations  will  be  arranged 
for  at  any  time  and  in  any  city  where  five  students 
desire  to  take  the  examination. 

For  the  session  of  1899-1900  the  requirements  for 
admission  will  differ  from  the  foregoing  in  the  follow- 
ing particulars  : 

IV — 1.  The  diploma  to  be  accepted  must  be  from  a 
high  school,  academy,  or  institute,  requiring  at  least 
four  years  of  study  before  graduation. 

3 — a.  In  the  examination  in  English  some  knowledge 
of  English  Literature  will  be  required. 

b.  The  examination  in  mathematics  will  include  the 
whole  of  algebra  and  solid  geometry. 

c.  In  Latin  the  equivalent  of  two  years'  work  in  a 
high  school,  comprising  at  least  six  books  of  Caesar's 
Gallic  War  and  two  books  of  Vergil,  or  an  equivalent 
amount  of  other  authors. 

d.  Elementary  French  or  German  the  equivalent  of 
one  year's  work  in  an  accepted  high  school. 

For  the  session  of  1900-1901,  the  requirements  will 
be  further  increased  so  that  (III-l)  there  will  be  re- 
quired a  certificate  of  admission  to  the  Freshman  class 
of  the  University  of  Chicago,  or  some  other  institution 
of  equal  rank ;  or  (III-3)  an  examination  in  the 
branches  required  for  admission  to  the  University 
of  Chicago. 

For  the  session  of  1902-1903  there  will  be  required 
a  certificate  of  admission  to  the  second  year  of  one  of 
the  regular  courses  of  the  University  of  Chicago,  or 
to  the  Sophomore  class  of  an  institution  of  equal 
rank,  or,  in  iieu  of  this,  examination  in  the  corre- 
sponding branches. 

For  the  session  of  1904-1905,  the  student  must  be 
prepared  to  enter  the  Junior  class  of  the  Univei  sity 
of  Chicago,  or  the  Junior  class  of  an  institution  of 
similar  rank. 
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Graduates  of  reputable  medical  schools  fully  recog- 
nized by  the  Illinois  State  Board  of  Health,  are 
eligible  for  admission  to  the  Senior  class.  By  com- 
pleting all  of  the  work  of  the  Senior  year,  and  such 
branches  of  the  curriculum  of  previous  years  as 
he  has  not  successfully  completed  elsewhere,  such 
student  may  graduate  after  attendance  upon  one  ses- 
sion at  Rush  Medical  College.  Students  from  other 
fully  recognized  medical  schools  may  receive  full 
credit  for  each  course  taken  and  all  branches  success- 
fully completed  at  such  schools. 

Graduates  of  reputable  and  regularly  established 
colleges  of  dentistry,  of  pharmacy,  or  of  veterinary 
medecine,  which  require  before  graduation  attendance 
on  a  course  extending  over  two  or  more  years,  may  be 
admitted  to  the  Sophomore  class  on  condition  that 
they  comply  with  the  entrance  requirements  (see 
requirements  for  admission)  and  pass  examinations  on 
the  branches  of  the  Freshman  year  which  they  have 
completed  elsewhere.  Such  student  may  accept  con- 
dition in  such  branches  of  the  Freshman  curriculum 
as  he  has  not  completed  in  the  schools  above  referred 
to,  which  conditions  may  be  made  up  during  his 
attendance  at  this  college. 

Graduates  of  colleges  of  arts  or  science  which 
require  a  regular  attendance  of  three  or  more  years 
as  essential  to  graduation  may  be  admitted  to  the 
Sophomore  course  without  examination,  provided 
that  they  furnish  beside  their  diploma  or  certifi- 
cate of  graduation  satisfactory  evidence  of  having 
creditably  done  at  least  140  hours  of  work  in  each  of 


the  following  branches :  Chemistry,  Biology  or  Com- 
parative Anatomy,  Botany,  Zoology,  Physics,  Physi- 
ology, Histology,  and  Embryology.  They  will  be  given 
credit  without  examination  for  such  work  of  the 
Freshman  year  as  has  been  successfully  completed  in 
other  college  courses,  but  will  be  conditioned  in  such 
Freshman  branches  as  have  not  been  taken  elsewhere. 
Such  condition  may  be  made  up  during  the  course  at 
this  college. 

THE    B.    S.     DEGREE    FOR    STUDENTS    OF    RUSH    MEDICAL 
COLLEGE. 

1.  Students  of  Rush  Medical  College  who  have 
entered  with  preparation  equivalent  to  requirements 
for  admission  to  the  Junior  Colleges  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Chicago  may  receive  credit  towards  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  the  University  to  the 
amount  of  nine  Majors  for  two  full  years  of  work  at 
the  Medical  College. 

2.  It  is  understood  that  no  candidate  is  eligible  for 
the  Bachelor's  degree  in  the  University,  unless  he  has 
a  reading  knowledge  of  scientific  French  and  German. 

3.  Under  the  regulations  of  the  University  every 
candidate  for  a  degree  therein  must  be  a  student  of 
the  University  for  at  least  one  year  (three  full  quar- 
ters). 

4.  As  the  University  is  in  session  throughout  the 
year,  it  will  be  possible  for  medical  students,  who  so 
desire,  to  gain  their  University  residence  by  attend- 
ance during  the  Summer  Quarter. 


GENERAL  INFORMATION,  DEPOSITS,  FEES. 


Attendance. — In  order  to  be  properly  credited  with 
attendance  on  any  given  term  or  course,  it  is  impera- 
tive that  students  be  present  at  the  opening  of  each 
session. 

Matriculation.  —  Each  student  matriculates  on 
entering  the  College  for  the  first  time,  but  not  for  sub- 
sequent sessions. 

Registration. — Each  student  registers  at  the  begin- 
ning of  each  session,  or  earlier  if  desired,  by  the  pay- 
ment of  some  portion  (at  least  five  dollars)  of  the 
annual  tuition  fee. 

Selection  of  Seats. — A  seat  in  the  amphitheater  is 
assigned  to  each  student  for  the  lectures  and  clinics  of 
his  class  at  the  time  of  registration.  Students  may 
select  their  seats  at  the  time  of  matriculation  or  regis- 
tration. 

A  student,  upon  entering  the  College,  will  procure 
from  the  Registrar,  a  blank  application  for  admission  ; 
fill  out  the  same  carefully,  and  return  to  the  Registrar 
with  the  matriculation  fee,  for  which  he  will  receive  a 
receipt.  Matriculation  or  registration  may  be  accom- 
plished by  mail. 


The  student  will  then  present  himself  to  the  Exam- 
iner and  exhibit  to  him  his  credentials  for  admission 
(see  Requirements  for  Admission,  page  6).  In  case 
these  credentials  are  insufficient  to  admit  him  to  the 
College,  the  Examiner  will  arrange  with  him  as  to  the 
time  and  place  of  the  entrance  examinations. 

Having  satisfied  the  Examiner  of  his  qualifications 
for  admission,  the  student  will  present  himself  to  the 
Junior  Dean,  who  will  issue  to  him  a  card  certifying 
to  his  admission  to  the  proper  class,  and  will  advise 
respecting  the  courses  of  study  he  will  take. 

Students  applying  for  Advanced  Standing,  will 
present  their  credits  for  previous  work  to  the  Junior 
Dean,  who  is  authorized  to  pass  upon  all  credits  for 
courses  occurring  in  the  years  previous  to  that  which 
the  student  desires  to  enter.  Should  a  student  desire 
exemption  from  any  course  occurring  in  the  year  to 
which  he  is  admitted,  he  will  apply  for  the  same  to  the 
head  of  the  department  in  which  that  course  occurs. 
Conditions. 

A  student  cannot  advance  to  a  higher  class  who  has 
failed  to  pass  in  more  than  four  major  courses  of  study 
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of  the  previous  year.  These  conditions  must  be 
removed  during  the  ensuing  year ;  no  condition  can 
be  carried  over  more  than  one  year. 

Schedule  of  Lecture  Hours. 
Time  schedules  are  issued  from  the  College  office 
giving  the  time  and  place  of  each  exercise. 

Fee  for  Entrance  Examinations. 
Students  whose  preliminary  qualifications  are  not 
attested  by  diplomas  entitling  them  to  entrance  with- 
out examination,  will  take  the  entrance  examination 
conducted  by  the  University,  for  which  they  will  pay 
to  the  University  the  usual  fee  of  five  dollars. 

Deposits. 

A  deposit  of  five  dollars  is  required  from  each  stu- 
dent to  cover  the  cost  of  unnecessary  damage  in  the 
College  buildings,  and  of  avoidable  loss  and  breakage 
in  the  laboratories.  Deductions  will  be  made  from 
this  deposit  to  cover  the  cost  of  articles  not  returned, 
or  of  damage  to  College  property.  Each  student  will 
be  charged  for  damage  or  loss  for  which  he  is  individu- 
ally responsible,  and  for  his  pro  rata  share  of  damage 
or  loss,  the  responsibility  for  which  cannot  be  indi- 
vidually located.  This  deposit  must  be  made  on 
entering  the  College. 

Members  of  the  graduating  class  may  obtain  from 
the  College  the  cap  and  gown  worn  at  the  commence- 
ment exercises,  for  the  sum  of  four  dollars,  three 
dollars  of  which  amount  will  be  refunded  when  these 
articles  are  returned  in  good  order. 

Each  student  who  procures  a  skeleton  from  the 
Osteological  Laboratory  will  deposit  twelve  dollars  for 
the  same,  which  sum  will  be  refunded  when  the  skele- 
ton is  returned  uninjured  ;  he  may,  however,  retain 
the  skeleton,  if  he  so  desires,  in  exchange  for  the 
amount  deposited. 

College  Fees. 
Matriculation  fee,  five  dollars,  payable*but  once. 
Annual  tuition  fee,  one  hundred  and  thirty  dollars, 

payable  in  installments,  as  follows  :

A  discount  of  $5.00  is  made  when  the  whole  amount 

for  the  year  is  paid  before  October  10. 

DEFINITION  OF  MAJOR 

A  didactic  or  recitation  course  occupying  2  hours  a 
week  throughout  the  year  (a  total  of  60  hours),  or  a 
laboratory  or  practical  course  occupying  4  hours  a 
week  throughout  the  year  (a  total  of  120  hours),  con- 
stitutes a  Major. 

Twice  this  amount  of  work  distributed  in  the  same 
manner  constitutes  a  Double  Major. 


It  is  the  design  to  gradually  increase  the  tuition  fees, 
but  a  student,  in  continuous  attendance,  may  go 
through  his  whole  course  on  the  fees  in  vogue  at  the 
time  of  his  matriculation.  The  annual  ticket  for  each 
of  the  various  hospitals  in  the  city  is  usually  five 
dollars.  Attendance  is  not  obligatory  at  any  of  these, 
excepting  the  county  hospital.  Only  the  Junior  and 
Senior  classes  are  required  to  attend  this  hospital. 

Physicians'  Fees. 

Graduates  of  this  College  are  admitted  to  all  lec- 
tures upon  payment  of  an  annual  fee  of  five  dollars. 
Graduates  of  other  colleges,  attending  the  full  course, 
will  pay  the  same  fees  as  other  students. 

Special  laboratory  courses  may  be  taken  on  the  pay- 
ment of  a  fee  of  from  ten  to  twenty  dollars  for  each 
course,  depending  upon  the  amount  and  character  of 
the  work. 

Graduates  from  this  or  other  colleges,  who  are  visit- 
ing for  two  or  three  weeks,  are  cordially  welcomed, 
but  are  requested  to  procure  complimentary  tickets  at 
the  office. 

No  one  is  authorized  to  make  any  modification  of 
the  terms  regarding  fees.  On  financial  matters  the 
Registrar,  who  represents  the  Comptroller,  at  the 
College  Office,  should  be  consulted. 

BOARD  AND  LODGING. 

Rooms  may  be  obtained  in  the  vicinity  of  the  college 
at  from  $1.00  to  $3.00  per  week.  Day  board  may  be 
had  at  from  $2.50  to  $5.00  per  week.  Board  and  room 
together  may  be  obtained  at  from  $3.50  to  $7.00  per 
week.  A  list  of  boarding  places  will  be  found  on  the 
bulletin  board  of  the  college,  and  the  Young  Men's 
Christian  Association,  Monroe  street,  maintains  a 
Bureau  of  Information,  especially  for  medical  students. 

Books  and  Instruments. — The  average  annual  cost 
of  the  required  books  and  instruments  varies  from 
$15.00  to  $20.00.

I.    STATEMENT  OF  THE  COURSES  OFFERED  IN  THE  SEVERAL  DEPARTMENTS 


I.     DEPARTMENT  OF  ANATOMY 

Professor  ARTHUR  DEAN  BEVAN 

Instructors  ALBERT  C.  EYCLESHYMER,  D.  LEE  SHAW,  CHAS.  A.  PARKER,   THOS.  A.   OLNEY 


FRESHHAN  YEAR 

Course  i. —  By  Professor  Bevan.  A  lecture  course 
in  the  Descriptive  Anatomy  of  the  bones,  joints, 
muscles,  and  vessels,  illustrated  by  numerous 
charts,  models,  wet  and  dry  specimens,  by  the 
skeleton  and  by  recent  dissections  of  the  human 
body ;  frequent  use  is  made  of  the  living  model. 
This  course  extends  throughout  the  Freshman 
year,  2  hours  a  week,  and  constitutes  1  Major. 

Course  2. —  By  Drs.  Shaw,  Parker,  and  Olney.  A 
recitation  and  conference  course  in  the  subjects 
mentioned  in  Course  1.    The  text-book  used  is 


Gray's  Human  Anatomy.  This  course  extends 
throughout  the  Freshman  year,  2  hours  a  week, 
and  constitutes  1  Major. 
Courses. —  By  Drs.  Shaw,  Parker,  and  Olney.  A 
course  in  Practical  Anatomy — the  dissection  of 
the  human  body.  This  course  is  given  in  the 
Laboratory  of  Practical  Anatomy,  on  the  fifth  floor 
of  the  laboratory  building.  The  commodious, 
well-lighted  room  is  provided  with  fifty  tables 
(iron  frame  and  glass  top),  and  an  abundance  of 
material  is  always  available.  The  course  occupies 
12  hours  per  week  for  six  weeks,  during  January 
and  February,  and  constitutes  a  %  Major. 
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Course^ — By  Drs.  Shaw,  Parker,  and  Olnby.  A 
course  in  Practical  Osteology,  conducted  in  the 
Laboratory  of  Osteology,  on  the  fourth  floor  of  the 
clinical  building.  A  large  collection  of  mounted 
vertebrate  skeletons  and  over  350  human  skeletons 
are  provided  for  this  course,  and  a  human  skele- 
ton is  loaned  to  each  student,  without  charge, 
excepting  a  deposit  to  insure  its  careful  use  and 
safe  return.  This  course  occupies  30  hours  during 
the  months  of  October,  November,  and  December, 
and  constitutes  a  %  Major. 

SOPHOriORE    YEAR 

Course  5. —  By  Professor  Bevan.  A  lecture  course  in 
the  anatomy  of  the  Nervous  System,  the  viscera, 
the  special  sense  organs,  and  regional  anatomy, 
illustrated  by  the  same  means  as  Course  1.  This 
course  occupies  2  hours  a  week  throughout  the 
Sophomore  year,  and  constitutes  1  Major. 

Course  6.— By  Drs.  Shaw,  Parker  and  Olney.  A 
recitation  and  conference  course  in  the  subjects 
mentioned  in  Course  6.  Text  -  book,  Gray's 
Anatomy.  This  course  extends  throughout  the 
Sophomore  year,  2  hours  a  week,  and  constitutes 
1  Major. 


Course  7. —  By  Drs.  Shaw,  Parker,  and  Olney.  A 
course  in  Practical  Anatomy,  conducted  in  a 
manner  similar  to  that  of  Course  3.  In  this  course 
a  cadaver  is  assigned  to  four  students,  and  divided 
for  convenience  into  four  parts,  styled  respectively 
right  and  left  upper  and  right  and  left  lower  parts. 
Each  upper  includes  the  corresponding  half  of  the 
head,  neck,  and  thorax,  and  the  arm  and  hand  ; 
the  lower  includes  the  corresponding  half  of  the 
abdomen  and  pelvis  and  the  leg.  This  course 
occupies  12  hours  a  week  for  six  weeks,  during  the 
months  of  November  and  December,  and  consti- 
tutes a  }4  Major. 

Course  8.  —  By  Assistant  Professor  Eycleshymer. 
A  lecture  and  laboratory  course  in  Embryology, 
illustrated  with  drawings,  paintings,  lantern  slides, 
and  specimens.  This  course  occupies  30  hours,  and 
is  counted  as  a  portion  of  Course  5. 

JUNIOR    YEAR 

Course  9. — By  Professor  Bevan.  A  lecture  course 
in  Surgical  Anatomy,  illustrated  by  charts,  draw- 
ings, paintings,  models,  fresh  dissections,  and  the 
living  model.  This  course  occupies  1  hour  a  week 
throughout  the  Junior  year,  and  constitutes  a  % 
Major. 


II.    DEPARTMENT  OF  PHYSIOLOGY  AND  HISTOLOGY 

Professor  JOHN  MILTON  DODSON. 

Assistant  Professors  B.  McPHERSON  LINNELL,    E.  R.  LE  COUNT

FRESHMAN  YEAR 

£**n*rse  1. — By  Professor  Dodson.  A  lecture  course 
on  the  Physiology  and  Histology  of  the  Cell 
and  Tissues,  the  Blood  and  its  Circulation, 
Respiration,  Food  and  Digestion,  Absorption, 
Secretion  and  Excretion,  and  of  the  Muscular 
System.  The  lectures  are  illustrated  by  charts, 
drawings,  paintings,  lantern  slides,  models,  and 
by  such  experiments  as  can  be  profitably  shown 
to  a  large  class. 

This  course  occupies  2  hrs.  a  week  throughout 
the  year  and  constitutes  1  Major. 

Course  2. — By  Assistant  Professor  Linnell,  and 
Drs.  Slaymaker,  Noel  and  Zaun.  A  recitation 
and  conference  course  in  the  subjects  mentioned 
in  Course  1.  For  this  course  the  class  is  divided 
into  small  sections,  which  meet  in  the  recitation 
rooms  on  the  fourth  floor  of  the  Laboratory  build- 
ing. The  text-book  used  is  Kirkes'  Hand-hook  of 
Physiology,  Wood's  edition.  This  course  occupies 
1  hr.  each  week  throughout  the  year,  and  con- 
stitutes a  3^  Major. 

Course  3. — By  Assistant  Professor  Linnell  and  Dr. 
Slaymaker.  A  course  in  Experimental  Physi- 
ology in  the  branches  mentioned  in  Course  1, 


conducted  in  the  laboratory  of  physiology,  on 
the  first  floor  of  the  Laboratory  building,  the 
class  being  divided  into  small  sections  for  this 
purpose.  The  Laboratory  is  equipped  with  the 
necessary  fixtures  and  apparatus,  much  of  which 
was  especially  constructed  for  it  by  Stoelting,  of 
Chicago. 

This  course  occupies  2  hrs.  a  week  throughout 
the  term  and  constitutes  1  Major. 
Course  4. — By  Assistant  Professor  Le  Count.  A 
laboratory  course  in  Normal  Histology.  A  portion 
of  the  course  is  occupied  with  the  technique  of 
hardening,  imbedding,  cutting,  staining,  and  sec- 
tion mounting.  Each  student  prepares  a  sufficient 
number  of  specimens  to  become  familiar  with  the 
most  commonly  used  methods.  The  laboratory 
(on  the  second  floor  of  the  Laboratory  building)  is 
supplied  with  about  eighty  microscopes  (Zeiss, 
Leitz),  with  several  microtomes  of  recent  make, 
and  other  necessary  apparatus  for  this  work. 

The  student  is  required  to  furnish  his  own 
slides,  covers,  slide-boxes  and  section-mounting 
case  (costing  about  $1.00).  This  course  occupies 
2  hrs.  a  week  throughout  the  Freshman  year,  and 
constitutes  a  %  Major. 
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SOPHOriORE  YEAR 

Course  5. — By  Professor  Dodson.  A  lecture  course 
on  the  following  subjects:  Tissue,  Metabolism, 
Animal  Heat,  Nutrition,  and  Diet,  the  Larynx 
and  Voice,  the  Physiology  of  the  Nervous  System, 
the  Special  Senses,  and  the  Reproductive  Organs. 
This  course  is  illustrated  by  the  methods  men- 
tioned in  Course  1.  It  occupies  2  hrs.  a  week 
throughout  the  year,  and  constitutes  1  Major. 

Course  6. — By  Assistant  Professor  Linnell,  and 
Dr.  Slaymaker.  A  laboratory  course  in  the  sub- 
jects mentioned  in  Course  5,  given  to  the  class  in 


small  sections  in  the  Physiological  Laboratory. 
This  course  occupies  2  hrs.  a  week  throughout  the 
year,  and  constitutes  a  %  Major. 
Course  7. — 'By  Assistant  Professor  Linnell,  and 
Drs.  Slaymaker,  Noel,  and  Zaun.  A  recitation 
and  conference  course  in  the  subjects  mentioned 
in  Course  5,  given  to  the  class  in  small  sections  in 
the  recitation  rooms  on  the  fourth  floor  of  the 
Laboratory  building.  The  text-book  used  is  the 
same  as  that  for  Course  2.  This  course  occupies 
1  hr.  a  week  throughout  the  year  and  constitutes 
a  %  Major.

FRESHMAN  YEAR 

Course  1. — By  Professor  Haines.  A  lecture  course 
in  inorganic  chemistry,  comprising  an  exposition 
of  fundamental  principles  and  of  the  important 
elements  and  their  compounds.  Special  em- 
phasis is  placed  upon  the  properties  and  uses  of 
such  substances  as  are  of  medical  importance. 
Illustration  of  principles  and  facts  is  afforded  by 
blackboard  demonstration  and  experiments  before 
the  class.  The  course  occupies  three  hours  each 
week  throughout  the  year  and  constitutes  1% 
Majors. 

Course  2.  —  By  Assistant  Professors  Patton  and 
Salisbury,  and  Drs.  Butler  and  Webster.  A 
recitation  and  conference  course  in  the  subjects 
comprised  in  Course  1.  For  this  course  the  class 
is  divided  into  convenient  sections  which  meet  in 
the  recitation  rooms  of  the  Laboratory  building. 
Simon's  Manual  of  Chemistry  is  used  as  the 
text-book.  This  course  occupies  one  hour  each 
week  through  out  the  year  and  constitutes  a 
%  Major. 

Course  3. — By  Professor  Haines,  Assistant  Profes- 
sors Patton  and  Salisbury,  and  Dr.  Webster. 
A  practical  course  in  laboratory  work.  The  indi- 
vidual student  under  the  direction  of  the  demon- 
strators, makes  application  of  chemical  principles 
and  studies  practically  the  preparation  and  the 
physical  and  chemical  properties  of  important 
compounds.  A  short  course  in  qualitative  analysis 
is  included.  Following  the  practical  work,  a  con- 
ference is  held,  conducted  by  Professor  Haines,  at 
which  the  important  points  of  the  laboratory 
exercise  are  further  explained  and  emphasized, 
and  their  bearing  on  practical  medicine  illustrated. 
The  practical  work  is  given  in  the  Chemistry 
laboratory,  on  the  third  floor  of  the  Laboratory 


building ;  the  conference  is  held  in  the  lower 
lecture  room  of  the  main  building.  The  entire 
course  occupies  four  hours  each  week  throughout 
the  year  and  constitutes  1  Major. 

Students  entering  the  Freshman  class  who  have 
had  not  less  than  a  year's  practical  and  didactic 
instruction  in  chemistry  in  a  high  grade  college 
or  university  may  be  exempted  from  the  work  in 
Freshman  chemistry  upon  presenting  a  satisfactory 
credential  of  this  previous  study  and  passing  an 
examination.  The  examination  will  be  devoted 
largely  to  subjects  of  medical  interest  and  will 
include  the  elements  of  qualitative  analysis  ;  it 
will  be  held  October  20. 

Course  4. — A  lecture  and  recitation  course  in  Medical 
Physics  by  Professor  Haines,  Assistant  Pro- 
fessors Patton  and  Salisbury,  and  Drs.  Butler 
and  Webster.  This  course  comprises  a  series 
of  lectures  with  demonstrations  by  Professor 
Haines  upon  the  more  difficult  and  impor- 
tant portions  of  Physics  with  special  reference 
to  medical  application.  These  lectures  are  sup- 
plemented by  recitation  work  conducted  by  the 
instructors  in  the  recitation  rooms  of  the  Lab- 
oratory building,  the  class  being  divided  into 
convenient  sections  for  better  instruction.  Brock- 
way's  Essentials  of  Medical  Physics  is  used  as  a 
text-book.  The  entire  subject  of  Physics  is 
reviewed,  special  stress  being  placed  upon  those 
points  which  are  of  medical  value.  This  course 
occupies  one  hour  each  week  throughout  the  year 
and  constitutes  a  %  Major. 

Students  entering  the  Freshman  class,  who  have 
received  not  less  than  a  year's  instruction  in 
physics  in  a  high  grade  college  or  university,  may 
be  exempted  from  the  course  upon  presenting  a 
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satisfactory  credential  of  previous  study  of  the 
subject,  and  passing  an  examination  in  it.  The 
examination  will  be  held  October  19. 

SOPHOMORE  YEAR 

Course  5. — By  Professor  Haines.  A  lecture  course 
on  organic  chemistry,  urinalysis,  and  toxicology. 
The  principles  of  organic  chemistry  are  explained 
and  the  various  classes  of  carbon  compounds  are 
taken  up  in  detail,  with  special  emphasis  upon 
such  as  are  of  medical  importance.  The  physical 
and  chemical  features  of  normal  and  pathological 
urine  are  exhaustively  detailed  and  full  exposition 
is  made  of  the  best  methods  of  clinical  analysis. 
The  subject  of  toxicology  is  covered  in  a  practical 
manner;  the  physical  properties  and  chemical 
and  toxicological  behavior  of  the  more  important 
alkaloids  are  fully  detailed,  and  such  facts  con- 
cerning ptomaines  and  toxines  as  are  of  medical 
importance  are  set  forth.  Experiments  and 
blackboard  demonstration  before  the  class  are 
constantly  made.  The  course  occupies  two  hours 
each  week  throughout  the  year  and  constitutes 
1  Major. 

Course  6. — By  Assistant  Professors  Patton  and 
Salisbury,  and  Drs.  Butler  and  Webster.  A 
recitation  and  conference  course  in  the  subjects 
comprised  in  Course  5,  held  in  the  recitation 
rooms  of  the  Laboratory  building.  For  the  pur- 
pose of  affording  the  best  possible  instruction,  the 
class  is  divided  into  small  sections,  each  section 
being  in  charge  of  an  instructor.  The  text-book 
used  is  Simon's  Manual  of  Chemistry.  This  course 
occupies  one  hour  each  week  throughout  the 
year  and  constitutes  a  3^  Major. 

Course  7. — By  Professor  Haines,  Assistant  Pro- 
fessors Patton  and  Salisbury,  and  Dr.  Web- 
ster.     A    course   of   practical  laboratory  work 


comprising  those  subjects  treated  in  Course  L 
Each  student  is  given  the  opportunity  of  exam- 
ining the  physical  and  chemical  properties  of 
the  most  important  compounds  of  carbon,  and 
in  many  cases  to  manufacture  them.  Con- 
stant attention  is  paid  to  the  application  of 
characteristic  tests.  A  very  complete  course 
is  given  in  clinical  urinalysis,  each  student 
making  repeated  analysis  of  pathologic  urine,  to 
determine  the  nature  and  quantity  of  abnormal 
constituents,  thus  becoming  familiar  with  the 
practical  clinical  methods  of  urinalysis.  Full 
instruction  is  given  in  the  microscopical  examina- 
tion of  urinary  sediments.  The  physical  prop- 
erties and  chemical  reactions  of  important  alka- 
loids are  studied  in  a  practical  way  by  the  stu- 
dents, and  each  is  required  to  make  qualitative 
examinations  of  stomach  contents  for  important 
poisons. 

Following  each  day's  laboratory  work  a  con- 
ference is  held  in  the  lower  lecture  room  of  the 
main  building,  in  charge  of  Professor  Haines,  at 
which,  by  explanations  and  individual  question- 
ing, the  principal  points  of  the  day's  exercise  are 
emphasized  and  fixed  in  the  mind.  This  course 
occupies  four  hours  each  week  throughout  the 

year  and  constitutes  a  %  Major. 

Students  entering  the  Sophomore  class,  who 
have  received  not  less  than  two  years  of  practical 
and  didactic  instruction  in  chemistry  (including 
organic,  chemistry,  urinalysis,  and  toxicology)  in  a 
high  grade  college  of  pharmacy,  dentistry,  or 
veterinary  surgery,  may  be  exempted  from  the 
course  in  Sophomore  chemistry  upon  presenting 
a  satisfactory  credential  of  previous  study,  and 
passing  an  examination.  The  examination  will 
be  devoted  largely  to  subjects  of  medical  interest ; 
it  will  be  held  October  21.

FRESHMAN   YEAR 

Course  1. —  By  Assistant  Professor  Patton.  A  lec- 
ture course  in  Medical  Pharmacy,  in  which  the 
fundamental  principles  of  pharmacology  are 
taught,  and  the  methods  and  pharmaceutical 
preparations  are  demonstrated.  This  course 
occupies  1  hour  a  week  throughout  the  year, 
and  constitutes  a  %  Major. 


SOPHOMORE    YEAR 

Course  2. —  By  Assistant  Professor  Patton.  A  lec- 
ture course  in  Materia  Medica,  in  which  the  phys- 
ical and  chemical  properties  and  the  physiological 
action  of  the  drugs  used  in  medicine  are  dis- 
cussed, as  well  as  the  pharmaceutical  preparations 
of  the  drugs.  This  course  occupies  2  hours  a  week 
throughout  the  year,  and  constitutes  1  Major. 
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Course  3. — By  Drs.  Gill,  Hall,  Wade,  and  Hollen- 
beck.  A  recitation  and  conference  course  in  the 
subject  of  Materia  Medica,  conducted  in  small 
sections.  This  course  occupies  1  hour  a  week 
throughout  the  year  and  constitutes  a  %  Major. 

Course  4. —  By  Drs.  Gill,  Hall,  Wade,  Hollenbeck, 
and  Habhegger.  A  laboratory  course  in  Materia 
Medica,  given  to  the  class  in  small  sections  in  the 
Materia  Medica  Laboratory  on  the  fourth  floor  of 
the  laboratory  building.  This  course  consists  in 
the  examination  of  all  the  important  drugs,  the 
making  of  simple  pharmaceutical  preparations,  the 
compounding  of  prescriptions,  and  in  pharmacody- 
namics. The  laboratory  is  supplied  with  an 
abundance  of  apparatus  for  making  tinctures, 
fluid  extracts,  infusions,  syrups,  etc.,  there  being 
120  separate  lockers  fitted  with  all  necessary 
apparatus  for  the  work  assigned  to  the  students 
and  desk  room  for  sixty  students  to  work  at  once. 
The  class  is  made  familiar  with  the  physical  pro- 
perties and  the  physiological  and  toxicological 
effects  of  crude  drugs  and  their  finished  prepara- 
tions. Special  attention  is  given  to  the  chemical, 
physical,  and  pharmaceutical  properties ;  practice 
in  making  ordinary  official  preparations  ;  and  in 
the  compounding  of  prescriptions.  The  course 
occupies  2  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year 
and  constitutes  a  %  Major. 

JUNIOR    YEAR 

Course  5. —  By  Professor  Brower.  A  lecture  course 
in  Therapeutics.  This  course  occupies  2  hours 
a  week  throughout  the  year,  and  constitutes  1 
Major. 

Course  6. —  By  Assistant  Professor  Patton  and  Drs. 
Gill  and  Hall.  A  laboratory  course  in  Practical 
Therapeutics,  consisting  of  :    (a)  Electro   Thera- 


peutics and  Electro  Diagnosis,  including  the  phys- 
ics and  physiology  of  electricity  and  the  construc- 
tion of  batteries.  The  laboratory  is  thoroughly 
equipped  with  all  the  appliances  necessary  for  the 
production  of  galvanism,  faradism,  static  electric- 
ity, the  sinusoidal  current,  the  application  of  110 
volt  current,  etc.  (b)  Massage.  This  is  taught  by 
practical  demonstrations,  (c)  The  uses  of  water, 
as  baths,  lavage,  enemata,  douches,  and  irrigation. 
(d)  The  technique  of  hypodermic  medication, 
atomization,  and  aerotherapy  illustrated  upon 
patients,  (e)  The  technique  of  counter  irritation 
by  the  cautery,  cupping,  leeches,  and  acupunc- 
ture. The  technique  of  the  inhalations  of  vapors 
and  gases  and  of  anasthesia.  (/)  Invalid  cookery. 
Practical  demonstrations  in  the  preparation  of 
food  for  invalids.  This  course  occupies  about  30 
hours  and  constitutes  a  %  Major. 
Course  7. —  By  Associate  Professor  Brown.  A 
lecture  course  on  Medical  Jurisprudence.  This 
course  occupies  1  hour  a  week  for  15  weeks,  and 
constitutes  a  3^  Minor. 

SENIOR    YEAR 

Course  8. —  By  Professor  Brower.  A  lecture  course 
on  Mental  Diseases.  This  course  occupies  15 
hours  of  didactic  instruction,  the  lectures  being 
profusely  illustrated  by  stereopticon,  and  4  hours 
of  clinical  instruction,  for  which  the  class  is  taken 
to  one  of  the  hospitals  for  the  insane.  An  abund- 
ant opportunity  is  given  to  observe  all  the  usual 
forms  of  insanity.  This  course  constitutes  a 
Minor. 

Course  9. —  By  Professor  Favill.  A  lecture  course 
of  15  hours  on  Preventive  Medicine,  dealing  with 
the  immediate  and  remote  causes  of  disease  and 
the  means  of  their  prevention.  This  course  con- 
stitutes a  3^2  Minor.

FRESHMAN    YEAR 

Course  1.  —  By  Assistant  Professor  Weaver.  Bac- 
teriology is  taught  during  the  first  year  by  prac- 
tical laboratory  courses  of  sixty  hours  each.  The 
laboratory  is  fully  equipped  with  apparatus,  and 
the  student  is  required  to  become  practically 
familiar  with  the  preparation  of  culture  media, 
the  method  of  cultivating,  staining,  and  studying 


bacteria,  the  principles  of  sterilization  and  dis- 
infection, and  to  study  the  important  pathogenic 
species.     This  course  constitutes  1  Major. 

SOPHOMORE    YEAR 

Course  2. —  By  Professor  Hektoen.  General  Pathol- 
ogy. A  recitation  and  conference  course  This 
course  occupies  2  hours  each  week  throughout 
the  year,  and  constitutes  1  Major. 
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Course  3. —  By  Assistant  Professor  Le  Count  and 
Dr.  Crowder.  General  Pathological  Histology. 
A  practical  laboratory  course  of  sixty  hours  is 
given  in  general  pathologic  process,  to  wit :  the 
disturbances  of  circulation,  the  retrogressive  and 
progressive  processes,  inflammation,  tumors,  as 
well  as  the  actions  of  the  animal  and  vegetable 
parasites.  The  student  is  required  to  make  draw- 
ings and  write  descriptions  of  his  preparations. 
Actual  experiments  are  made  in  connection  with 
this  work,  and  illustrative  gross  specimens  are 
also  studied.    This  course  constitutes  a  %  Major. 

JUNIOR   YEAR 

Course  4. —  By  Professor  Hektoen.  Pathological 
Anatomy.  Instruction  is  given  in  the  methods  of 
making  post-mortem  examinations  and  of  prop- 
erly recording  the  results ;  practical  demonstra- 
tions are  given  in  which  the  student  studies  and 
describes  the  gross  lessons ;  special  lectures  and 
conferences.    This  course  constitutes  a  1  Major. 

Course  5. —  By  Assistant  Professor  Le  Count.  Spe- 
cial Pathological  Histology.  A  practical  labora- 
tory course  of  60  hours.  This  constitutes  a  % 
Major. 

Course  6. —  By  Professor  Belfield.  Bacteriology  in 
its  relations  to  practical  medicine  and   surgery. 


A  course  of  lectures  of  thirty  hours, 
constitutes  a  %  Major.

SENIOR   YEAR    {Elective) 

Course  7. — By  Professor  Klebs.  A  course  of  lec- 
tures of  thirty  hours  on  special  subjects  in  Pathol- 
ogy.   The  course  constitutes  a  y2  Major. 

(1)  Seminar  course  in  Special  Pathology  by 
Professors  Herrick  and  Hektoen.  Open  to 
a  limited  number  of  students  in  the  third  and 
fourth  years. 

(2)  Advanced  laboratory  work  and  original  re- 
search in  Bacteriology  and  Pathology  by  Profes- 
sor Hektoen  and  Assistant  Professors  Weaver 
and  Le  Count.  Open  only  to  especially  qualified 
students  and  graduates.  Third-year  students  ad- 
mitted to  this  course  can  be  excused  from  Course  5. 

The  pathological  laboratory  possesses  seventy-six 
Leitz  and  Zeiss  microscopes,  each  with  three  or  two 
objectives  and  substage  apparatus,  about  sixteen  mi- 
crotomes, and  all  other  necessary  equipments;  abund- 
ant and  properly  lighted  desk  room  with  lockers  is 
also  at  hand.  The  laboratory  has  a  good  museum  for 
teaching  purposes  and  it  is  provided  with  a  fairly 
complete  special  library,  containing  complete  files  of 
the  important  serials,  general  indices,  dictionaries,  etc., 
and  also  current  literature.  There  is  sufficient  ma- 
terial and  apparatus  for  advanced  work  and  special 
research.

JUNIOR  YEAR 

Course  1 . — By  Professor  Billings.  A  lecture  course 
in  internal  modicine,  comprising  the  infectious 
diseases  and  diseases  of  the  alimentary  tract. 
This  course  occupies  one  hour  a  week  thoughout 
the  year,  and  constitutes  a  %  Major. 

Course  2. — By  Assistant  Professors  Salisbury  and 
Robison,  and  Drs.  Sippy  and  Slaymaker.  A 
recitation  and  conference  course  in  the  subjects 
mentioned  in  Course  1.  The  text-book  used  is 
Lyman's  Practice  of  Medicine.  This  course  occu- 
pies three  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year  and 
constitutes  %  Major. 

Course  3. — By  Professor  Billings,  assisted  by  Asso- 
ciate Professor  Herrick,  and  Assistant  Pro- 
fessor Robison.  A  clinical  course  in  general 
medicine  on  Mondays  from  10:00  a.m.  to  12:00  m. 
For   this   clinic   the   abundant   material   utilized 


is  from  the  Central  Free  Dispensary  and 
from  the  Presbyterian  Hospital.  This  course  oc- 
cupies two  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year  and 
constitutes  1  Major.  The  microscopical  and  ana- 
lytical work  in  connection  with  the  clinics  is 
under  the  care  of  Dr.  J.  A.  Capps. 

Course  4. — By  Drs.  Schoen,  Watson,  and  Evans.  A 
dispensary  clinic  course  in  the  Central  Free  Dis- 
pensary given  to  the  class  in  small  sections  in 
which  each  student  is  placed  in  charge  of  patients 
in  the  dispensary  and  required  to  ascertain  the 
history  of  each  case  exhaustively,  to  examine 
the  patient,  and  to  diagnose  and  prescribe  as  in 
private  practice.  This  course  occupies  about 
twenty  hours  and  constitutes  a  part  of  Course  3. 

Course  5. — Professor  Bridge  will  lecture  and  conduct 
a  medical  clinic  during  the  months  of  October 
and  November. 
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SENIOR  YEAR 

Course  5. — By  Professor  Lyman.  A  lecture  course 
on  the  diseases  of  the  nervous  system,  the  genito- 
urinary tract,  and  digestive  organs.  This  course 
occupies  one  hour  a  week  throughout  the  term 
and  constitutes  a  %  Major. 

Course  6. — By  Professor  Lyman,  assisted  by  Asso- 
ciate Professor  Herrick  and  Assistant  Pro- 
fessor Moyer.  A  clinical  course  in  general 
medicine  every  Thursday  at  10:00  a.m.,  especial 
attention  being  devoted  to  diseases  of  the  nervous 
system.  This  course  occupies  two  hours  a  week 
throughout  the  year  and  constitutes  1  Major. 

Course  7. — By  Drs.  Schoen,  Watson,  and  Evans.  A 
Dispensary  clinic  course  in  general  medicine  given 
to  the  class  in  small  sections  in  the  same  manner 
as  Course  4.  This  course  occupies  about  twenty 
hours  and  constitutes  a  part  of  Course  6. 

Course  8. — By  Associate  Professor  Cotton.  A  lec- 
ture course  on  the  diseases  of  children.  This 
course  occupies  one  hour  a  week  throughout  the 
year  and  constitutes  a  %  Major. 


Course  9. — By  Associate  Professor  Cotton,  assisted 
by  Drs.  Churchill,  Holmes,  and  Wade.  A  clin 
ical  course  in  the  diseases  of  children,  in  which 
especial  attention  is  directed  to  the  dietetics  of 
infancy.  One  hour  a  week  throughout  the  year 
constitute  a  Minor. 

Course  10. — By  Drs.  Churchill,  Wade,  and  Vander- 
slice.  A  dispensary  clinic  course,  given  to  the 
class  in  small  sections  in  which  each  student  per- 
sonally assumes  charge  of  patients  and  studies 
and  treats  them,  under  the  direction  of  the  in- 
structors. Occupies  about  twenty  hours  and  con- 
stitutes a  Minor. 

Course  12. — By  Associate  Professor  Herrick,  and 
Dr.  Sippy.  A  clinical  course  in  the  wards  of  the 
Cook  County  Hospital,  given  to  the  class  in  sec- 
tions of  from  eight  to  ten  students  each,  in  which 
the  student  is  enabled  to  study  cases  of  disease  at 
the  bedside  and  to  examine  and  prescribe  for  the 
same  as  he  would  in  private  practice.  This  course 
constitutes  a  Minor.

JUNIOR  YEAR 

Course  1.— By  Professor  Hamilton.  A  lecture 
course  on  the  Principles  of  Surgery.  This  also  in- 
cludes fractures,  dislocations,  and  tumors.  This 
course  occupies  2  hours  a  week  throughout  the 
year  and  constitutes  1  Major. 

Course  2. — By  Drs.  Parkes,  J.  A.  Harvey,  and  M.  D. 
Bates.  A  recitation  and  conference  course  in  the 
Principles  of  Surgery  given  to  the  class  in  small 
sections.  The  text-books  used  are  Senn's  Princi- 
ples of  Surgery  and  Hamilton's  Tumors.  This 
course  occupies  1  hour  a  week  throughout  the 
year  and  constitutes  a  %  Major. 

Course  3. —  By  Professors  Senn  and  Hamilton,  as- 
sisted by  Clinical  Assistant  Professor  Graham. 
A  clinical  lecture  course  and  conference  in  Sur- 
gery. The  material  presented  in  these  clinics, 
believed  to  be  nowhere  surpassed,  enables  the 
student  to  study  almost  every  variety  of  surgical 
disease  and  to  witness  practically  all  of  the  opera- 
tions known  to  surgical  science.     This  course  oc- 


cupies 6  hours  a  week  throughout  the  term  and 
constitutes  a  1%  Major. 

Course  4. — By  Dr.  O'Neill.  A  practical  course  in 
bandaging,  given  to  the  class  in  small  sections. 
This  course  occupies  about  21  hours  and  consti- 
tutes, with  Course  5,  a  %  Major. 

Course  5. —  By  Assistant  Professor  Coolidge.  A 
practical  course  in  the  adjustment  of  orthopaedic 
appliances.  This  course  occupies  20  hours  and 
constitutes,  with  Course  4,  a  %  Major. 

Course  6. —  By  Associate  Professor  Brophy.  A  lec- 
ture course  in  the  pathology  and  surgery  of  dis- 
eases of  the  mouth.  This  course  occupies  15 
hours  and  constitutes  1  Minor. 

SENIOR  YEAR 

Course  7. —  By  Professor  Senn.  A  lecture  course  in 
the  Practice  of  Surgery.  This  course  occupies  2 
hours  a  week  throughout  the  year  and  constitutes 
1  Major. 

Course  8.—  By  Drs.  E.  J.  Senn,  F.  W.  Jay,  E.  J.  Mel- 
lish.     A  recitation  and  conference  course  in  the 
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Practice  of  Surgery.  The  text-book  used  is  the 
American  Text-book  of  Surgery.  This  course 
occupies  1  hour  a  week  throughout  the  year  and 
constitutes  a  %  Major. 

Course  9. —  By  Professors  Senn  and  Hamilton,  as- 
sisted by  Clinical  Assistant  Professor  Graham. 
A  clinical  lecture  and  conference  course  in  gen- 
eral surgery,  a  duplicate  of  Course  3.  At  each 
clinic  a  consulting  staff  is  selected  from  the 
Senior  class,  the  members  of  which  are  assigned 
to  particular  patients.  Each  member  of  the  staff 
is  required  to  make  a  thorough  examination  of 
the  patient,  to  write  out  a  complete  history  of 
the  case,  and,  when  the  patient  is  brought  into 
the  arena,  to  present  to  the  class  the  results  of 
his  examination,  his  diagnosis,  and  the  treat- 
ment he  would  advise.  His  report  is  then  criti- 
cised and  discussed  with  him  by  the  Professor  in 
charge  of  the  clinic.  This  course  constitutes  a 
1%  Major, 

Course  10.  —  By  Assistant  Professor  Bouffler. 
A  practical  course  in  emergency  operations  on  the 


cadaver,  given  to  the  class  in  small  sections.  An 
abundance  of  material  is  provided  for  this  course, 
and  the  laboratory  is  amply  supplied  with  the 
necessary  instruments  and  appliances.  This  course 
occupies  20  hours  and  constitutes,  with  Course 
11,  1  Minor. 

Course  11. 

A  dispensary  clinic  course,  in  the  Central  Free 
Dispensary,  given  to  the  class  in  small  sections,  in 
which  the  minor  operations  are  performed  by 
Senior  students,  who  also  dress  and  care  for  the 
cases  under  the  direction  of  the  assistant  in 
charge.  This  course  occupies  20  hours  and  con- 
stitutes, with  Course  10,  1  Minor. 

Course  12  (optional). —  By  Drs.  Bouffler  and  Moor- 
head,  at  the  Cook  County  Hospital.  A  course  in 
clinical  surgery  given  to  the  class  in  small  sec- 
tions. The  students  are  taken  into  the  wards, 
given  an  opportunity  to  personally  examine  the 
cases  and  to  assist  in  their  care  and  thus  to  fol- 
low the  after  treatment.  This  course  occupies 
about  twenty  hours  and  constitutes  a  Minor.

JUNIOR   YEAR 

Course  1. —  By  Professor  Etheridge.  A  lecture 
course  in  Obstetrics,  illustrated  by  models,  draw- 
ings, and  paintings,  occupying  2  to  3  hours  a  week 
for  five  months  each  year.  This  course  consti- 
tutes 1  Major. 

Course  2. —  By  Drs.  Tyler,  Hutchinson,  and  Jeffer- 
son. A  recitation  and  conference  course  in  Ob- 
stetrics, given  to  the  class  in  small  sections.  The 
text-book  used  is  Davis'  Obstetrics.  This  course 
occupies  1  hour  a  week  for  five  months  of  each 
year  and  constitutes  a  %  Major. 

Course  3. —  By  Dr.  Stahl.  A  demonstration  course 
in  practical  Obstetrics  on  the  manikin.  Special 
attention  is  given  to  the  absolute  and  relative 
measurements  of  the  female  pelvis  and  foetal  head 
and  to  the  various  obstetric  operations.  An  abun- 
dant supply  of  wet  and  dry  preparations  of  the 
foetus  and  the  female  pelvis,  several  obstetrical 
manikins,  and  the  necessary  obstetric  instruments 
are  provided  for  the  student.  This  course  occu- 
pies about  20  hours  and  constitutes  1  Minor. 

Course  4. —  By  Clinical  Assistant  Professor  Effa 
V.  Davis.     A  clinical  touch  course  of  instruction 


given  to  each  student,  showing  the  position  of 
the  foetus,  the  presentation,  cardiac  sounds,  and 
pelvimetry.  Each  student  is  required  to  person- 
ally attend  and  conduct  several  cases  of  confine- 
ment under  the  personal  direction  of  Dr.  Davis, 
and  to  write  a  full  history  of  each  case  from  the 
beginning  of  the  pregnancy  to  the  end  of  the 
puerperium.  This  course  is  counted  as  part  of 
Course  3. 

SENIOR  YEAR 

Course  5. —  By  Professor  Etheridge.  A  lecture 
course  on  the  subject  of  Gynecology,  illustrated 
by  drawings,  paintings,  models,  and  mitseum 
specimens.  This  course  occupies  2  hours  a  week 
for  about  two  months  and  constitutes  a  %  Major 

Course  6. — By  Drs.  Hutchinson,  Tyler,  and  Jeffer- 
son. A  recitation  and  conference  course  on  the 
subject  of  Gynecology,  given  to  the  class  in  small 
sections.  This  course  occupies  1  hour  a  week  for 
a  period  of  three  months  and  constitutes  Y2  Major. 

Course  7. —  By  Professor  Etheridge.  A  course  in 
clinical  and  operative  Gynecology  in  the  gyneco- 
logical clinic.     The  abundant  material  provided 
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for  this  clinic  by  the  dispensary  and  the  Presby- 
terian Hospital  makes  it  possible  to  show  the  class 
all  of  the  usual  gynecological  operations  and  many 
of  the  rarer  ones.  This  course  occupies  1  hour  a 
week  throughout  the  term  and  constitutes  a  3^ 
Major. 
Course  8. — By  Assistant  Professor  Stehman.  In 
this  course  diagnosis  is  taught  to  each  student, 
with  a  female  patient  for  illustration  of  the 
course.  Examination  by  touch,  by  conjoined 
palpation,  and  by  the  use  of  the  speculum  and 
probe   is   taught    to    each    student    personally. 


Students  are  taught  the  method  of  placing 
tampons  in  different  postures  and  the  introduc- 
tion, adjustment,  and  removal  of  pessaries.  This 
course  is  intended  as  one  preliminary  to  Course  9. 
Course  9. — By  Clinical  Assistant  Professor  Adol- 
phus  and  Dr.  Shaw.  A  course  in  minor  Gyne- 
cology in  the  Central  Free  Dispensary  given  to  the 
class  in  small  sections.  Each  student  is  required 
to  personally  examine  and  treat  cases,  and  to  as- 
sist in  the  examination  and  treatment  of  others. 
This  course  occupies  20  hours  and  constitutes 
a  part  of  Course  7.

JUNIOR  YEAR 

Course  1.— -By  Professor  Ingals.  A  lecture  course 
in  the  Diseases  of  the  Chest,  Throat,  and  Nose. 
This  course  occupies  1  hour  a  week  throughout  the 
year  and  constitutes  a  %  Major. 

Course  2. — By  Assistant  Professor  Rhodes,  and 
Drs.  Whalen,  Freer,  and  Hall.  A  recitation 
course  in  Diseases  of  the  Chest,  Throat,  and  Nose 
is  given  to  the  class  in  sections.  Especial  atten- 
tion is  given  in  this  course  to  physical  diagnosis 
and  the  principal  diseases  of  the  chest.  The 
text-book  used  is  Ingals'  Diseases  of  the  Chest, 
Throat,  and  Nasal  Cavities.  This  course  occupies 
1  hour  a  week  throughout  the  year  and  constitutes 
a  %  Major. 

Course  3. — By  Professor  Ingals,  assisted  by  Assis- 
tant Professor  Rhodes  and  Drs.  Freer,  Dola- 
more,  and  Lewis.  A  clinical  lecture  course  on 
the  Diseases  of  the  Chest,  Throat,  and  Nose.  The 
abundant  material  in  this  clinic  enables  the  stu- 
dent to  observe  cases  representing  almost  all  of  the 
diseases  of  the  thoracic  viscera,  and  to  see  per- 
formed the  principal  laryngological  and  rhinolog- 
ical  operations.  This  course  occupies  2  hours  a 
week  throughout  the  year,  and  constitutes,  with 
Courses  4  and  5,  a  %  Major. 

Course  4. — By  Drs.  Corwin,  Freer,  and  Dolamore. 
A  clinical  course  in  the  Central  Free  Dispensary, 
given  to  the  class  in  small  sections,  in  which  each 
student  is  required  to  examine  several  patients,  to 
to  prepare  a  full  case  history  of  the  same,  and  to 
prescribe  for  and  assume  charge  of  the  case  (under 
the  direction  of  the  attending  physician)  as  in  pri- 
vate practice.  Each  student  is  required  to  provide 
his  own  stethoscope  and  laryngoscope.  This 
course,  which  constitutes  part  of  a  six  weeks' 


course  in  the  dispensary,  occupies  five  hours,  and 
constitutes,  with  Courses  3  and  5,  a  %  Major. 
Course  5. —  By  Dr.  Corwin.  A  practical  course  in 
Physical  Diagnosis  in  the  Diseases  of  Chest. 
This  department  is  supplied  with  all  needful  ap- 
pliances, but  each  student  is  expected  to  pro- 
vide his  own  stethoscope.  This  course  occupies 
15  hours,  and  constitutes,  with  Courses  3  and  4, 
a  %  Major. 

SENIOR   YEAR 

Course  6. — By  Professor  Ingals.  A  lecture  course 
in  Diseases  of  the  Chest,  Throat,  and  Nose.  The 
course  occupies  1  hour  a  week  throughout  the 
year,  and  constitutes  a  %  Major. 

Course  7. — By  Assistant  Professor  Rhodes,  and  Drs. 
Whalen,  Hall,  and  Freer,  or  Parkes.  A  recita- 
tion course  in  Diseases  of  the  Chest,  Throat,  and 
Nose  given  to  the  class  in  sections.  In  this  course 
especial  consideration  is  given  to  diseases  of  the 
throat  and  nose,  and  the  more  important  diseases 
of  the  chest.  This  course  occupies  1  hour  a  week 
throughout  the  year,  and  constitutes  a  %  Major. 

Course  8.— By  Professor  Ingals,  assisted  by  Assist- 
ant Professor  Rhodes  and  Drs.  Freer,  Dola- 
more, and  Lewis.  A  clinical  lecture  and  confer- 
ence course  on  Diseases  of  the  Chest,  Throat,  and 
Nose,  similar  to  Course  3.  This  course,  with 
Courses  9  and  10,  constitutes  a  %  Major. 

Course  9. — By  Associate  Professor  Herrick,  and 
others.  A  clinical  course  in  the  Cook  County 
Hospital  given  to  the  class  in  small  sections,  in 
diseases  of  the  chest.  This  is  a  part  of  the  course 
in  medicine.  The  requirements  are  similar  to 
those  of  Course  4.  This  course  occupies  24  hours, 
and,  with  Courses  8  and  10,  constitutes  a  %  Major. 
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Course  10. — By  Dr.  Whalen.  A  practical  course 
in  Laryngoscopy  and  Rhinoscopy,  given  to  the 
class  in  small  sections,  in  which  the  student  is 
required  to  become  familiar  with  the  use  of  the 
laryngoscope  and  rhinoscope  by  actual  practice, 
and  to  familiarize  himself  with  the  methods  of 


treatment  in  diseases  of  the  nose  and  throat. 
This  department  has  all  needed  appliances,  but 
each  student  is  required  to  furnish  his  own 
laryngoscope.  This  course  occupies  15  hours, 
and  constitutes,  with  Courses  8  and  9,  a  % 
Major.

SENIOR   YEAR 

Course  I. — By  Professor  Hotz.  A  lecture  course  on 
Diseases  of  the  Eye  and  Ear,  illustrated  by  draw- 
ings, paintings,  models,  and  by  wet  and  dry  speci- 
mens. This  course  occupies  1  hour  a  week 
throughout  the  year,  and  constitutes  a  %  Major. 

Course  2. — By  Professor  Hotz.  A  clinical  lecture 
and  conference  course  in  which  the  principal 
diseases  of  the  eye  and  ear  are  presented  to  the 
class,  and  the  various  operations  are  performed 
with  the  assistance  of  a  consulting  staff  selected 
from  the  class  for  each  clinic.  This  course  occu- 
pies 1  hour  a  week  throughout  the  year,  and 
constitutes  (with  Courses  3  and  4)  a  %  Major. 

Course  3. — By  Drs.  MacArthur,  Lawbaugh,  and 
Dickerman.    A  dispensary  clinic  course,  given  to 


the  class  in  small  sections,  in  which  the  minor 
diseases  of  the  eye  and  ear  are  examined  and 
treated  by  the  students  themselves,  to  afford 
students  the  opportunity  of  personally  examining 
each  case  and  doing  practical  work  in  refraction, 
ophthalmoscopy,  and  otoscopy,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  attending  surgeons. 

Course  4. — By  Drs.  Wescott,  Wilder,  and  Dicker- 
man.  A  practical  course  in  Ophthalmoscopy,  Re- 
tinoscopy,  and  Refraction,  and  in  the  Anatomy, 
Physiology,  and  Examination  of  the  Ear,  given  to 
the  class  in  small  sections.  An  abundant  supply 
of  artificial  eyes,  models,  and  all  of  the  necessary 
instruments  are  provided  for  this  course,  but 
each  student  is  expected  to  provide  himself  with 
an  ophthalmoscope.

JUNIOR  YEAR 

Course  1. — By  Professor  Hyde.  A  clinical  course 
on  the  subject  of  the  Diseases  of  the  Skin,  of  the 
Genito-Urinary  Organs,  and  on  the  Venereal 
Diseases.  This  clinic  has  been  conducted  in  the 
College  for  more  than  twenty  years,  and  is  attended 
by  a  large  number  of  out-patients  of  both  sexes 
and  all  ages.  The  course  is  further  illustrated  by 
an  extensive  collection  of  paintings,  models  from 
the  Baretta  collection  in  Paris,  photographs, 
chromo-lithographs  and  drawings.  The  course 
occupies  2  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year  and 
constitutes  1  Major. 

SENIOR  YEAR 

Course  2.  —  By  Professor  Hyde.  A  duplicate  of 
Course  1.  In  each  clinic  a  small  number  of  stu- 
dents are  assigned  to  seats  in  the  arena  and  are 
given  opportunities  for  the  close  examination  of 


patients.  This  course  occupies  2  hrs.  a  week 
throughout  the  year  and  constitutes  1  Major. 

Course  3.  —  By  Assistant  Professor  Montgomery 
and  Drs.  Robinson  and  Kenyon.  A  recitation  and 
conference  course  on  the  subjects  taught  in 
Course  1,  given  to  the  class  in  small  sections.  The 
text-books  used  are  Hyde  and  Montgomery  on  the 
Skin,  and  Hyde  and  Montgomery  on  the  Venereal 
Diseases.  This  course  occupies  2  hours  a  week 
throughout  the  term  and  constitutes  1  Major. 
This  allows  at  least  for  one  hour's  careful  prepara- 
tion for  each  recitation. 

Course  4.  —  By  Assistant  Professor  Montgomery. 
A  didactic  and  practical  course  on  Genito-Urinary 
and  Venereal  Diseases.  This  course  occupies 
1  hr.  a  week  for  fifteen  weeks  and  constitutes  a 
%  Minor. 

Course  5.  —  By  Assistant  Professor  Montgomery 
and  Dr.  Robinson.    A  practical  course  of  clinical, 
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pathological,  and  bacteriological  demonstrations 
in  skin  and  venereal  diseases,  given  to  the  class 
in  small  sections.  For  the  session  of  1898-9  this 
course  will  be  optional.  It  occupies  about  15  hrs. 
and  forms  a  part  of  Course  1 
Course  6. — By  Dr.  Kenyon,  and  other  physicians  of 
the  Dispensary.    A  clinical  course  given  to  the 


class  in  small  sections  in  the  Dermatological  and 
Genito-Urinary  Department  of  the  Central  Free 
Dispensary.  The  student  is  here  brought  in  per- 
sonal contact  with  the  patients  and  required  to 
examine  and  prescribe  for  them  as  he  would  in 
private  practice.  This  course  occupies  about  20 
hours,  and  constitutes  a  part  of  Course  1. 


INTERNESHIPS,  FELLOWSHIPS,  AND  PRIZES. 


FELLOWSHIPS 

Three  Fellowships,  each  of  the  value  of  four  hundred 
dollars  annually,  one  in  chemistry,  one  in  pathology, 
and  one  in  materia  medica  and  therapeutics,  are 
awarded  at  each  Commencement. 

The  Fellowship  in  chemistry  is  awarded  to  the  mem- 
ber of  the  graduating  class  recognized  as  in  every  way 
best  qualified  for  the  position.  He  devotes  the  year 
succeeding  his  appointment  to  original  investigation 
in  medical  chemistry  under  the  direction  of  the  pro- 
fessor of  that  chair  in  the  laboratories  of  the  College. 
He  is  required  to  devote  some  time  of  each  day  in  the 
College  year  to  the  instruction  of  students,  and  has 
opportunity  to  attend  the  clinics  and  pursue  other 
lines  of  collegiate  study. 

The  Fellowship  in  pathology  is  established  with  a 
similar  end  in  view  and  under  corresponding  regula- 
tions. This  Fellow  engages  in  original  research  under 
the  direction  of  the  Professor  of  Pathology,  and  is 
required  to  take  part  in  the  work  of  instruction  of 
students. 

The  Fellowship  in  materia  medica  and  therapeutics 
is  established  on  a  similar  basis,  and  the  Fellow  will 
engage  in  original  research  in  the  Department  of 
Materia  Mediea  and  Therapeutics,  and  is  required  to 
take  part  in  the  work  of  instruction  of  students. 

HOSPITAL  INTERNES 

Positions  as  internes  in  the  Presbyterian,  the  Cook 
County,  the  Michael  Reese,  the  St.  Joseph's,  the  St. 
Elizabeth's,  the  St.  Luke's,  the  Augustana  Hospital, 
the  Chicago  Hospital,  the  Alexian  Brothers  Hospital, 
the  Passavant  Hospital,  the  Chicago  Polyclinic,  the 
German  Hospital,  the  Norwegian  Hospital,  the  Illinois 
State  Hospitals  for  the  Insane,  and  the  Illinois  Char- 
itable Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary,  are  open  each  spring 
to  graduates  through  a  competitive  examination  held 
by  the  respective  hospital  staffs. 

The  occupants  of  these  positions  receive  their  board 
and  lodging,  and  acquire  experience  in  every  depart- 
ment of  practical  medicine  and  surgery. 

PRIZES 

THE  BENJAMIN  RUSH  PRIZE 

A  medal  of  the  value  of  fifty  dollars  is  given  by  the 
Faculty  at  each  Commencement  to  that  member  of 


the  graduating  class  who  passes  the  highest  examina- 
tion in  every  department  of  medicine  represented  that 
year  in  the  examination  for  the  degree. 

THE  DANIEL  BRAINARD  PRIZE 

A  medal  of  the  value  of  twenty-five  dollars  is  annu- 
ally given  by  the  Faculty  to  the  student  who  makes 
and  presents  to  the  College  Museum  the  best  accepted 
dissection  in  Surgical  Anatomy. 

THE  FREER  PRIZES 

These  prizes  are  derived  from  the  income  of  a 
fund  presented  to  the  College  by  Mr.  Nathan  M. 
Freer,  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  as  a  memorial  of 
the  names  of  two  honored  members  of  his  family 
long  identified  with  the  highest  interests  of  this  insti- 
tution. 

The  J.  W.  Freer  Medal,  of  the  value  of  thirty  dollars, 
is  awarded  as  a  first  prize  to  that  member  of  the 
Junior  class  who  presents  the  best  written  essay  on 
one  of  the  themes  annually  announced  for  competition 
to  that  class.  The  three  subjects  from  which  selec- 
tions may  be  made,  one  of  which  only  can  be  chosen 
by  each  competitor,  are  announced  to  the  class  early 
in  the  collegiate  year,  the  essays  being  submitted  to 
the  Faculty  on  the  first  of  the  ensuing  April.  A 
second  prize  of  the  value  of  twenty  dollars  in  money  is 
awarded  to  the  next  successful  competitor. 

The  following  subjects  are  assigned  for  the  J.  W. 
Freer  Prize  Essays  for  the  year  1899  : 

1.  The  Smegma  Bacillus. 

2.  The  Pathological  Histology  and  Significance  of 
the  Infectious  Diseases. 

3.  A  Study  of  the  Bacillus  Pyocyaneus  and  allied 
organisms. 

The  L.  C.  P.  Freer  Medal,  of  the  value  of  thirty 
dollars,  is  awarded  as  a  first  prize  to  that  member  of 
the  Sophomore  class,  who  presents  the  best  essay  on 
any  one  of  the  subjects  annually  offered  to  that  class 
for  competition.  The  essays  are  required  to  be  placed 
in  the  hands  of  the  Faculty  by  the  ensuing  April.  The 
subjects  are  selected  from  the  studies  in  the  course 
assigned  to  the  Sophomore  class.  A  second  prize,  of 
the  value  of  twenty  dollars  in  money,  is  awarded  to 
the  next  most  successful  of  the  competitors. 
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The  following  subjects  are  announced  for  the  com- 
petition for  the  L.  C.  P.  Freer  prizes  for  the  session  of 
1898  and  99  : 

1.  The  minute  anatomy  of  nerve-ganglia,  with 
especial  reference  to  the  relation  of  nerve-fibers  to  the 
body  of  the  nerve-cell. 

2.  The  functions  of  bile. 


3.  The  relation  of  the  circulation  in  the  coronary 
arteries  to  the  action  of  the  heart. 

THE  DELASKIE  MILLER  PRIZE 

A  set  of  obstetrical  instruments  is  annually  given 
to  the  student  who  passes  the  best  examination  in 
obstetrics.

REQUIREMENTS   FOR   GRADUATION 


The  following  are  the  requirements  for  the  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Medicine  : 

The  candidate  must  be  not  less  than  twenty-one 
years  of  age  and  must  have  studied  medicine  for  four 
years.  He  must  have  paid  all  dues,  must  have  com- 
plied with  all  the  requirements  and  must  have 
maintained  unexceptional  conduct  while  at  the  Col. 
ege. 

He  must  have  attended  four  full  courses  of  lectures 
in  a  recognized  medical  school,  of  which  the  last  must 


have  been  in  this  institution,  one  year  elapsing  be- 
tween the  beginning  of  each  term  and  that  next  fol- 
lowing. 

He  must  have  completed  the  full  course  of  study, 
and  have  credits  for  the  total  number  of  Majors  re- 
quired in  each  course. 

He  must  have  received  clinical  instruction  during  at 
least  two  college  years. 

He  must  have  taken  two  practical  courses  in  Anat- 
omy, two  in  Chemistry,  two  in  Experimental  Physiol-

ogy,  and  one  in  each  of  the  following  subjects  :  Physi- 
ology and  Histology ;  Pathology ;  Bacteriology ; 
Pathological  Anatomy  ;  Materia  Medica  ;  Therapeu- 
tics; Auscultation  and  Percussion;  Obstetrical  Mani- 
pulations; .  Operative  Surgery  upon  the  cadaver,

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that,  from  the  beginning  of  the  Summer  Quarter,  July  1,  1900,  the  require- 
ments for  admission  will  be  the  same  as  those  for  admission  to  the  University  of  Chicago.  Explicit  statement 
of  these  requirements  will  be  made  in  the  Annual  Announcement  for  1900-1,  to  be  issued  about  May  1,  1900. 
In  the  meantime  information  in  regard  to  this  matter  will  be  furnished  on  application  to  the  Dean  of  the 
Freshman  Class. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION  TO  ADVANCED  STANDING. 

After  July  1,  1900,  students  applying  for  admission  to  advanced  standing  with  credits  from  other  recog- 
nized medical  colleges,  will  be  obliged  to  present  credits  for  attendance  equal  in  amount  to  that  which  has 
been  required  of  students  in  the  corresponding  class  who  have  been  in  continuous  attendance  at  Rush 
Medical  College.  Deficiencies  in  time  may  be  made  up  by  attendance  upon  the  Summer  or  any  other  Quarter 
at  this  college. 

THE  DEGREES  OF  B.S.  (University  of  Chicago)  AND  OF  M.D.  (Rush  Medical  College). 

Beginning  with  the  Autumn  Quarter  of  1899,  this  statement  as  it  appears  in  the  last  Annual  Announcement 
is  modified  as  follows  : 

1.  The  University  reserves  the  right  to  supervise  the  work  of  such  a  student  during  his  first  (the  Sopho- 
more) year  at  Rush  Medical  College,  and  to  accept  it,  as  the  equivalent  of  the  last  year  of  his  Senior  College  at 
the  University,  only  when  it  is  deemed  fully  equivalent  in  character  and  amount  to  the  University  work. 
When  this  is  the  case  the  degree  of  B.S.  will  be  conferred  at  the  end  of  his  first  (or  Sophomore)  year  at  the 
Medical  College,  instead  of  at  the  end  of  the  medical  course  as  heretofore  announced. 

2.  The  word  "  special "  is  stricken  out  in  the  following  section,  which  occurs  in  the  second  paragraph  of 
the  statement  on  page  9  of  the  Fifty-seventh  Annual  Announcement : 

"After  the  completion  of  the  work  of  the  Junior  College  (Freshman  and  Sophomore  years),  a  student  in 
residence  at  the  University  may  pursue  his  work  in  special  courses,  conducted,  in  part,  at  the  University  and 
in  part  at  the  College.  Credit  will  be  given  at  the  College  for  the  University  work  done  in  such  special 
courses,  etc."

By  the  terms  of  affiliation  with  the  University  of 
Chicago,  the  control  of  the  college  is  vested  in  a  Board 
of  Trustees  entirely  independent  of  the  teaching  force. 
This  Board  assumes  the  financial  management  of  the 
College  and  appoints  the  Faculty,  but  delegates  to  the 
latter  the  control  of  the  educational  work,  subject  to 
the  rules  of  the  University  and  the  approval  of  the  Trus- 
tees. The  affiliation  thus  assures  the  maintenance  of  a 
high  order  of  instruction  and  a  steady  advance  in  mod- 


ern educational  methods.  The  University  offers  three 
fellowships  to  graduates  of  the  College,  yielding  the 
University  fees  and  entitling  the  holders  to  the  privi- 
leges of  its  biological  laboratories.  It  provides  for 
granting  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  to  stu- 
dents of  the  college  who  have  had  suitable  prelimi- 
nary education  and  who  comply  with  the  University 
regulations  established  for  that  degree.

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THE  QUARTERLY  SYSTEM 


Beginning  with  the  first  day  of  July,  1899,  the  Aca- 
demic year  of  Rush  Medical  College  will  date  from  the 
first  day  of  July  and  will  be  divided  into  four  quarters, 
corresponding  with  those  recognized  in  the  Univer- 
sity of  Chicago.  These  are  designated  as  the  Sum- 
mer, Autumn,  Winter,  and  Spring  Quarters,  beginning, 
respectively,  the  first  of  July,  the  first  of  October,  the 
first  of  January,  and  on  the  first  of  April,  each  continu- 
ing for  twelve  weeks.  A  recess  of  one  week  occurs 
between  the  end  of  each  quarter  and  the  beginning  of 
the  next  following.  The  Christmas  holiday  recess 
will  continue  ten  days.  Instruction  in  all  Depart- 
ments of  Medicine  will  be  given  in  courses  occupying 
a  certain  number  of  hours  weekly  throughout  each 
quarter,  or,  in  special  cases,  for  a  single  term  only 
of  half  a  quarter. 

The  Curriculum  as  Related  to  the   Quarterly 
System. 

The  general  course  of  instruction  in  Rush  Medical 
College  requires  four  years  of  study  in  residence,  with 
a  minimum  of  attendance  upon  three  Quarters  of  each 
year.  These  years  are  designated  as  the  Freshman, 
Sophomore,  Junior,  and  Senior  years,  respectively. 

A  student  may  begin  his  College  work  on  the  first  day 
of  any  Quarter,  and  may  continue  in  residence  for  as 
many  successive  Quarters  as  he  desires.  Credit  will  not 
be  allowed,  however,  for  more  than  three  successive 
Quarters.  Attendance  during  all  the  four  Quarters  of 
the  year  is  optional,  but  will  not  secure  a  time  credit 
for  the  student  taking  a  fourth  Quarter.  At  least 
forty-five  months  must  elapse  between  the  date  of  a 
first  matriculation  and  the  date  of  graduation.  Un- 
der the  restrictions  imposed,  this  system  will  not  con- 
flict with  the  existing  medical  practice  acts,  nor  with 
the  rulings  of  the  various  State  Boards  of  Medical 
Examiners. 

The  curriculum  of  instruction  has  been  arranged  in 
such  a  way  as  to  insure  for  the  student  beginning  his 
medical  studies  with  any  single  Quarter  of  the  year  a 
complete  annual  course  during  any  three  consecutive 
Quarters. 

The  Summer  Quarter. 

Attention  is  directed  to  the  special  opportunities 
afforded  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  this  col- 
lege for  medical  study  in  the  Summer  Quarter.  The 
climate  of  Chicago  is  particularly  well  adapted  to  mid- 
summer work,  the  clinical  resources  of  the  college  and 
of  the  dispensary  being  then  actually  increased  in  ex- 


tent and  value.  At  this  season,  further,  diseases  may 
be  studied  which  are  rarely  encountered  during  the 
other  months  of  the  year.  For  nearly  a  decade  the 
clinical  work  of  the  College  has  been  conducted  with 
slight  interruptions  during  the  summer.  Hereafter 
instruction  in  all  departments  will  be  given  in  the 
Summer  Quarter. 

Vacations  and  Recesses. 

The  Christmas  vacation  at  the  close  of  the  Autumn 
Quarter  occupies  ten  days.  A  recess  of  one  week  fol- 
lows the  conclusion  of  each  of  the  other  three  Quar- 
ters of  the  year. 

Required,  Elective,  and  Optional  Courses. 

A  certain  number  of  courses,  especially  in  the 
Freshman  and  Sophomore  years  of  study,  are  required 
as  essential  to  securing  credit  in  making  up  the 
four  years'  curriculum  which  must  precede  gradua- 
tion. A  number  of  courses  offered  in  the  Junior  and 
Senior  years  will,  after  July  1, 1899,  be  made  elective, 
that  is,  the  student  will  be  required  to  select  from  the 
list  of  elective  courses  a  number,  including  both  re- 
quired and  elective  studies,  sufficient  to  insure  him 
credit  for  about  12  majors  each  year.  The  term  ma- 
jor is  fully  explained  in  another  paragraph.  By  this 
system  the  student  can  select  not  only  his  line  of  study 
but  also  his  teachers  in  such  special  lines ;  and  can 
further  so  arrange  his  work  that  in  successive  years 
he  can  practically  include  all  branches  taught  in  the 
College. 

The  Quarterly  system  with  Elective  Courses  is 
especially  well  adapted  to  the  medical  curriculum, 
and  will  prove  of  advantage  by  allowing  each 
student  to  select  a  portion  of  his  studies,  and  so 
to  adapt  his  course  to  his  tastes,  his  abilities,  and 
his  needs.  This  election  will  apply  for  the  present, 
however,  only  to  the  Junior  and  Senior  years.  A 
certain  number  of  the  required  majors  of  work  will  be 
exacted  in  specified  courses ;  for  the  remainder,  the 
student  may  select  from  a  number  of  courses  which 
will  be  offered  in  the  various  departments. 

A  full  and  explicit  statement  of  all  the  courses 
offered,  both  those  which  are  required  and  those 
which  are  elective,  will  be  made  in  the  annual  An- 
nouncement which  will  be  issued  before  the  begin- 
ning of  the  Summer  Quarter. 

Optional  courses,  in  addition  to  those  described 
above,  are  offered  to  students  who  desire  to  add  to 
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the  regular  work  as  outlined  in  the  requirements  for  or  a  laboratory,  practical,  or  clinical  course,  occupying

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REQUIREMENTS    FOR  ADMISSION 


The  following  are  the  Requirements  for  Admission  : 

I.  Each  student  must  present  to  the  faculty  certifi- 
cates of  good  moral  character,  signed  by  at  least  two 
physicians  of  good  standing  in  the  State  in  which  the 
applicant  last  resided. 

II.  He  must  fill  out  and  file  with  the  Registrar  the 
required  Blank  Application  for  Admission. 

III.  He  must  pay  the  Registrar  the  matriculation 
fee  of  $5.00. 

IV.  He  must  furnish,  as  evidence  of  adequate  pre- 
liminary education,  either 

1.  A  diploma  from  a  high  school,  normal  school, 
academy,  or  other  similar  institution  of  learning,  re- 
quiring at  least  four  years  of  study  before  gradua- 
tion ;  or 

2.  A  certificate  of  admission  to  the  Freshman  class 
of  a  recognized  literary  or  scientific  college ;  or 

3.  He  must  pass  an  examination  conducted  by  the 
Examiner  of  the  University  of  Chicago,  in  the  follow- 
ing branches  for  the  session  of  1899  and  1900 : 

a.  English  composition,  grammar,  rhetoric,  and  En- 
glish literature ; 

b.  Mathematics,  comprising  higher  arithmetic,  alge- 
bra, and  plane  and  solid  geometry ; 

c.  Latin  —  equivalent  to  two  years' study  in  an  ac- 
cepted high  school,  including  the  elements  of  the  lan- 
guage and  six  books  of  Caesar's  Commentaries,  and 
two  books  of  Virgil,  or  an  equivalent  amount  of  some 
other  author ; 

d.  Elementary  physics; 

e.  United  States  history ; 
/.  Geography  ; 

g.  Elementary  French  or  German  the  equivalent  of 
one  year's  work  in  an  accepted  high  school ; 

h.  Elementary  chemistry  the  equivalent  of  one 
year's  study  in  a  good  high  school. 


Should  a  student  fail  to  pass  in  not  more  than  two 
of  these  branches  he  may  be  admitted  to  the  Fresh- 
man class,  conditioned  in  these  branches,  but  these 
conditions  must  be  removed  by  examination  before  he 
can  be  admitted  to  the  Sophomore  class. 

Instruction  in  the  branches  required  in  the  prelim- 
inary examination  is  offered  by  the  University  of  Chi- 
cago in  its  University  Extension  department  or  in  its 
affiliated  schools  and  academies.  Facilities  for  such 
instruction  will  be  provided,  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Col- 
lege, for  students  who  are  making  up  conditions  in 
these  branches. 

Examinations  for  admission  will  be  held  at  the  Col- 
lege at  9  o'clock  a.m.,  on  July  1, 1899,  and  thereafter  on 
the  last  Monday  of  each  quarter.  These  examinations 
are  conducted  by  the  Examiner  of  the  University  of 
Chicago,  and  the  fee  for  such  examination  is  $5.00. 
Examinations  will  be  arranged  for  at  any  time  and  in 
any  city  where  five  students  desire  to  take  the  exam- 
ination. 

For  the  session  of  1900-1901,  the  requirements  will 
be  further  increased  so  that  (IV-1)  there  will  be  re- 
quired a  certificate  of  admission  to  the  Freshman  class 
of  the  University  of  Chicago,  or  some  other  institu- 
tion of  equal  rank ;  or  (IV-3)  an  examination  in  the 
branches  required  for  admission  to  the  University  of 
Chicago. 

For  the  session  of  1902-1903  there  will  be  required  a 
certificate  of  admission  to  the  second  year  of  one  of 
the  regular  courses  of  the  University  of  Chicago,  or  to 
the  Sophomore  class  of  an  institution  of  equal  rank, 
or,  in  lieu  of  this,  examination  in  the  corresponding 
branches. 

For  the  session  of  1904-1905,  the  student  must  be 
prepared  to  enter  the  Junior  class  of  the  University  of 
Chicago,  or  the  Junior  class  of  an  institution  of  simi- 
lar rank. 


REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION  TO  ADVANCED  STANDING 


Graduates  of  reputable  medical  schools  fully  recog- 
nized by  the  Illinois  State  Board  of  Health,  are  eligible 
for  admission  to  the  Senior  class.  By  completing  all 
of  the  work  of  the  Senior  year,  and  such  branches  of 
the  curriculum  of  previous  years  as  he  has  not  success- 
fully completed  elsewhere,  such  student  may  gradu- 
ate after  attendance  upon  three  consecutive  Quarters 
at  Rush  Medical  College.  Students  from  other  medi- 
cal schools  whose  requirements  are  equal  to  those  of 


this  institution  may  receive  full  credit  for  each  course 
taken  and  for  all  branches  successfully  completed  at 
such  schools. 

Graduates  of  reputable  and  regularly  established 
colleges  of  dentistry,  of  pharmacy,  or  of  veterinary 
medicine,  which  require  before  graduation  attendance 
on  a  course  extending  over  two  or  more  years,  may  be 
admitted  to  the  Sophomore  class  on  condition  that 
they  comply  with  the  entrance  requirements  (see  Re- 
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quirements  for  Admission)  and  pass  examinations  on 
the  branches  of  the  Freshman  year  which  they  have  not 
completed  elsewhere.  Such  student  may  accept  con- 
dition in  such  branches  of  the  Freshman  curriculum 
as  he  has  not  completed  in  the  schools  above  referred 
to,  which  conditions  may  be  made  up  during  his 
attendance  at  this  College. 

Graduates  of  colleges  of  arts  or  science  which 
require  a  regular  attendance  of  three  or  more  years 
as  essential  to  graduation  may  be  admitted  to  the 
Sophomore  course  without  examination,  provided  that 


they  furnish  beside  their  diploma  or  certificate  of 
graduation,  satisfactory  evidence  of  having  creditably 
done  at  least  140  hours  of  work  in  each  of  the  follow- 
ing branches:  Chemistry,  Biology  or  Comparative 
Anatomy,  Botany,  Zoology,  Physics,  Physiology,  His- 
tology, and  Embryology.  They  will  be  given  credit, 
without  examination,  for  such  work  of  the  Freshman 
year  as  has  been  successfully  completed  in  other  college 
courses,  but  will  be  conditioned  in  such  Freshman 
branches  as  have  not  been  taken  elsewhere.  Such  condi- 
tion may  be  made  up  during  the  course  at  this  College. 


REQUIREMENTS  FOR    GRADUATION 


The  following  are  the  requirements  for  the  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Medicine  : 

The  candidate  must  be  not  less  than  twenty-one 
years  of  age  and  must  have  studied  medicine  for  four 
years.  He  must  have  paid  all  dues,  must  have  com- 
plied with  all  the  requirements  and  must  have  main- 
tained unexceptional  conduct  while  at  the  College. 

He  must  have  attended  twelve  full  Quarters  or  an 
equivalent  amount  of  time  in  a  recognized  medical 
school,  of  which  the  last  three  Quarters  must  have  been 
in  this  institution,  and  forty -five  months  must  have 
elapsed  between  the  beginning  of  his  first  course  of 
medical  lectures  and  the  date  of  his  graduation. 

He  must  have  completed  the  full  course  of  study, 
and  have  credits  for  the  total  number  of  majors  re- 
quired in  each  course. 


He  must  have  received  clinical  instruction  during 
at  least  two  college  years. 

He  must  have  taken  two  practical  courses  in  Anat- 
omy, two  in  Chemistry,  two  in  Experimental  Physiol- 
ogy, and  one  in  each  of  the  following  subjects :  Physi- 
ology and  Histology  ;  Pathology  ;  Bacteriology ; 
Pathological  Anatomy ;  Materia  Medica ;  Therapeu- 
tics ;  Auscultation  and  Percussion ;  Obstetrical 
Manipulations ;  Operative  Surgery  upon  the  cadaver, 
including  Bandaging  and  Minor  Surgery ;  and  the 
use  of  the  Laryngoscope,  Ophthalmoscope,  and  Oto- 
scope, including  Refraction  and  the  fitting  of  Spec- 
tacles. 

Degrees  are  conferred  at  the  end  of  any  quarter 
upon  such  candidates  as  have  complied  with  the 
requirements  for  graduation. 


THE  DEGREES  OF  B.S.  (UNIVERSITY  OF  CHICAGO)  AND  OF  M.D.  (RUSH 

MEDICAL  COLLEGE) 


Any  student  of  the  University  of  Chicago  who  has 
a  credit  of  27  majors  on  the  records  of  the  University 
(corresponding  to  the  work  of  the  Freshman,  Sopho- 
more, and  Junior  years),  will,  on  the  completion  of  his 
course  in  Rush  Medical  College,  be  entitled  to  receive 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  from  the  University 
at  the  time  of  his  receiving  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Medicine  from  the  College. 
>The  27  University  credits  may  represent  work  taken 
entirely  at  the  University,  or  in  part  in  other  colleges, 
the  credits  of  which  are  Accepted  by  the  University  ; 
but  in  no  case  does  the  University  give  a  degree  to  a 
student  who  has  been  in  residence  at  the  University 


less  than  three  Quarters.  After  the  completion  of  the 
work  of  the  Junior  College  (Freshman  and  Sophomore 
years),  a  student  in  residence  at  the  University  may 
pursue  his  work  in  special  courses  conducted  in  part 
at  the  University  and  in  part  at  the  College.  Credit 
will  be  given  by  the  College  for  the  University  work 
done  in  such  special  courses,  in  so  far  as  it  is  equiva- 
lent in  character  and  extent  to  any  of  the  work  re- 
quired for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine.  The 
summer  sessions  of  the  University  make  it  possible 
for  a  student  to  secure  University  credits  during  the 
years  of  his  work  at  the  Medical  College. 
It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  a  student  who  has 
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completed  his  Sophomore  year  at  a  college  whose  work 
is  accepted  by  the  University  of  Chicago  as  a  full 
equivalent  of  the  corresponding  work  at  that  institu- 
tion, may  enter  the  Senior  college  (Junior  year)  at  the 
University,  and  take  in  three  quarters  at  that  institu- 
tion and  at  Rush  Medical  College,  work  which  will  be 
equivalent  to  the  Freshman  year  at  the  College.  He 
can  then  enter  the  Sophomore  year  at  the  College,  and 
on  completion  of  the  medical  course  there  (requiring 
nine  additional  quarters),  receive  the  degrees  of  Bach- 
elor of  Science  and  Doctor  of  Medicine. 

Such  student  will  matriculate  at  the  College,  and 
pay,  in  addition  to  his  University  fees,  a  fee  of  five  dol- 
lars for  each  Quarter  of  the  year  during  which  he  is 
pursuing  studies  both  at  the  College  and  the  Uni- 
versity. 

Fee  for  Entrance  Examinations. 

Students  whose  preliminary  qualifications  are  not 
attested  by  diplomas  entitling  them  to  entrance  with- 
out examination,  will  take  the  entrance  examination 
conducted  by  the  University,  for  which  they  will  pay 
to  the  University  the  usual  fee  of  five  dollars. 

Deposits. 

A  deposit  of  five  dollars  is  required  from  each  stu- 
dent to  cover  the  cost  of  unnecessary  damage  in  the 
College  buildings,  and  of  avoidable  loss  and  breakage 
in  the  laboratories.  Deductions  will  be  made  from 
this  deposit  to  cover  the  cost  of  articles  not  returned, 
or  of  damage  to  College  property.  Each  student  will 
be  charged  for  damage  or  loss  for  which  he  is  individu- 
ally responsible,  and  for  his  pro  rata  share  of  damage 
or  loss,  the  responsibility  for  which  cannot  be  indi- 
vidually located.  This  deposit  must  be  made  on 
entering  the  College. 

Members  of  the  graduating  class  may  obtain  from 
the  College  the  cap  and  gown  worn  at  the  commence- 
ment exercises  for  the  sum  of  four  dollars,  three  dol- 
lars of  which  amount  will  be  refunded  when  these 
articles  are  returned  in  good  order. 

Each  student  who  procures  a  skeleton  from  the 
Osteological  Laboratory  will  deposit  twelve  dollars 
for  the  same,  which  sum  will  be  refunded  when  the 


skeleton  is  returned  uninjured ;  he  may,  however, 
retain  the  skeleton  if  he  so  desires,  in  exchange  for 
the  amount  deposited. 

College  Fees. 

Matriculation  fee,  five  dollars,  payable  but  once. 

Tuition  for  each  Quarter,  forty -five  dollars. 

A  discount  of  five  dollars  is  made  when  the  fee  for 
three  successive  Quarters  is  paid  in  advance. 

Fees  are  not  accepted  after  the  conclusion  of  the 
first  fortnight  of  each  Quarter. 

It  is  intended  to  increase  gradually  the  tuition  fees, 
but  a  student,  in  continuous  attendance,  may  pursue 
his  whole  course  paying  the  fees  in  vogue  at  the 
time  of  his  matriculation.  The  annual  ticket  for  each 
of  the  various  hospitals  in  the  city  is  usually  five  dol- 
lars. Attendance  is  obligatory  upon  the  county  hos- 
pital only.  Only  the  Junior  and  Senior  classes  are 
required  to  attend  this  hospital. 

Physicians'  Fees. 

Graduates  of  this  College  are  admitted  to  all  lec- 
tures upon  payment  of  an  annual  fee  of  five  dollars. 
Graduates  of  other  colleges,  attending  the  full  course, 
will  pay  the  fees  of  undergraduate  students. 

Special  laboratory  courses  may  be  taken  on  the  pay- 
ment of  a  fee  of  from  ten  to  twenty  dollars  for  each 
course,  depending  upon  the  amount  and  character  of 
the  work. 

Graduates  of  this  or  other  colleges,  who  are  visiting 
the  city  for  a  brief  time,  are  cordially  welcomed,  but 
are  requested  to  procure  complimentary  tickets  at  the 
office. 

No  one  is  authorized  to  make  any  modification  of 
the  terms  regarding  fees.  On  financial  matters  the 
Registrar,  who  represents  the  Comptroller,  at  the 
College  Office,  should  be  consulted. 

Library  and  Reading-Room. 

The  Students'  Library  and  Reading-room  is  well 
provided  with  current  medical  literature.  Standard 
periodicals,  published  in  the  English,  German,  French, 
and  other  languages,  are  on  file.  The  library  also 
contains  a  large  assortment  of  books,  as  well  as  the 
principal  dictionaries,  encyclopedias,  and  indices. 
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MISCELLANEOUS  INFORMATION   FOR  STUDENTS. 


Attendance. —  In  order  to  be  properly  credited  with 
attendance  on  any  given  term  or  course,  it  is  impera- 
tive that  students  be  present  at  the  opening  of  each 
quarter. 

Matriculation. —  Each  student  matriculates  on  en- 
tering the  College  for  the  first  time,  but  not  for  sub- 
sequent sessions. 

Registration. —  Each  student  registers  at  the  begin- 
ning of  each  Quarter,  or  earlier  if  desired,  by  the  pay- 
ment of  some  portion  (at  least  five  dollars)  of  the 
tuition  fee  for  the  Quarter. 

Selection  of  Seats. — A  seat  in  the  amphitheater  is 
assigned  to  each  student  for  the  lectures  and  clinics  of 
his  class  at  the  time  of  registration.  Students  may 
select  their  seats  at  the  time  of  matriculation  or  regis- 
tration. 

A  student,  upon  entering  the  College  at  the  be- 
ginning of  his  first  Quarter,  will  procure  from  the 
Registrar  a  blank  application  for  admission ;  fill  out 
the  same  carefully  and  return  to  the  Registrar  with 
the  matriculation  fee,  for  which  he  will  receive  a 
receipt.  Matriculation  or  registration  may  be  accom- 
plished by  mail. 

The  student  will  then  present  himself  to  the  Exam- 
iner and  exhibit  to  him  the  credentials  for  admission 
(see  Requirements  for  Admission,  page  11).  In  case 
these  credentials  are  insufficient  to  admit  to  the  Col- 
lege, the  Examiner  will  arrange  with  the  applicant  as 
to  the  time  and  place  of  the  entrance  examinations. 

Having  satisfied  the  Examiner  respecting  the  quali- 
fications for  admission,  the  student  will  present  him. 
self  to  the  Junior  Dean,  who  will  issue  a  card  certifying 
admission  to  the  proper  class,  and  will  advise  respect- 
ing the  courses  of  study  to  be  taken. 

Students  applying  for  Advanced  Standing  will 
present  their  credits  for  previous  work  to  the  Junior 
Dean,  who  is  authorized  to  pass  upon  all  credits  for 
courses  occurring  in  the  years  previous  to  the  Quarter 
on  which  the  student  desires  to  enter.  Should  a  stu- 
dent desire  exemption  from  any  course  occurring  in 
the  Quarter  to  which  he  is  admitted,  he  will  apply  for 
the  same  to  the  head  of  the  department  in  which  that 
course  occurs. 

Conditions. 

A  student  cannot  advance  to  a  higher  class  who  has 
failed  to  pass  in  more  than  four  majors  of  study  of  the 
previous  three  Quarters  of  the  year.   These  conditions 


must  be  removed  during  the  ensuing  year  ;  no  condi- 
tion can  be  carried  over  more  than  four  Quarters  of  a 
single  year. 

Schedule  op  Lecture  Hours. 

Time  schedules  are  issued  from  the  College  office 
giving  the  time  and  place  of  each  exercise. 

Board  and  Lodging. 

Rooms  may  be  obtained  in  the  vicinity  of  the  college 
at  from  $1.00  to  $3.00  per  week.  Day  board  may  be 
had  at  from  $2.50  to  $5.00  per  week.  Board  and  room 
together  may  be  obtained  at  from  $3.50  to  $7.00  per 
week.  A  Bureau  of  Information  is  maintained  at  the 
College  to  which  students  may  apply  for  directions  as 
to  desirable  board  and  lodging. 

Books  and  Instruments.  —  The  average  annual  cost 
of  the  required  books  and  instruments  varies  from 
$15.00  to  $20.00.
